THE COMMERCIAL FUTURE OF PALESTINE, 


Sik,—Permit me to call attention to an error in Mr. I. Zangwill's 
address on Trade in Palestine, reported in your last issue, as it is made so 
often. The figures given in the interesting report of the English Consul do 
not relate to the entire trade in Palestine, but only to that carried on vid 
Jaffa. In addition, produce to the value of several million franes is 
imported and exported through other ports. Haifa stands conspicuous as a 
very important trading place, and St. Jean d’Acre, although its status is not 
as great as before, is still an important export town. Gaza does a very 
large export trade in barley, which in good years amounts to 4,000,000 franes. 
To these must be added some smaller harbours, whilst as an import harbour, 
in addition to Jaffa and Haifa, Beyrout has to be taken into account, for it 
serves a portion of Galilee, for example, the important town of 
Safed, as well as a portion of Trans-Jordanic Palestine on the road to 
Damascus. The total value of the imports and exports of Palestine may be 
entimated at fifteen million franes each, or together thirty millions. 

As to the wine prodace it is more favourable than Mr. Zangwill 
assumes. The sale has greatly increased during recent years. In 
Hamburg alone we sold from the Ist October, 1900, to the same date 
in the present year, 10,000 hectolitres, equal to 1,300,000 bottles. Fresh 
markets have this year been found in Switzerland, Holland, Italy and 

icandinavia, so that we may hope for the sale from Hamburg being doubled 
next year. Then we have to take note of the large trade in Russia, England, 
America, and the East itself, so that we may assume that the worst times 
in this branch of the Colonisation movement will soon have passed away. 
It is true that our wine trade suffers under the general wine crisis which 
prevails in the whole of Europe, but to a less extent than is the ease in 
France or Italy. 

I take this opportunity of correcting an error regarding myself into 
which one of your correspondents has fallen in his article, ‘‘ The Zionist 
Movement.’’ In speaking of Zionist leaders who have withdrawn from the 
movement, he says of me: ‘‘Herr Willy Bambus, who signed the 

call for the first Congress, and is now one of the hardest German 
opponents of the movement.’’ This statement is entirely wrong ; 
I am now quite as much a Zionist as 1 was before, and I 
have never attacked the Zionist movement. But I have withdrawn from all 


. Mr. Franklin gave me sore temptation. 


the party organisations because I disapprove of the tactics of the leaders. 
I have always opposed the attempts made to blind the masses by all sorts 
of coups de thédtre, the seeking of a cure for the sufferings of the Jews 
in audiences of the German Emperor and the Turkish Sultan, and 
the obliviousness to present-day sufferings in chimerical plans. I have the 
satisfaction of knowing that although | have personally withdrawn from 
the movement the ideas which I represented will eventually prevail. The 
programme of the next Congress, and partly that of the last, already 
show results in this direction, And the articles which, for some 
time past, have appeared in the Welt (1 name only those of Neufeld, 
Feiwel and Farbstein) press the same proposals as those which, 
as the oflicial reports show, I represénted at the second Congress. Naturally 
1 am quite satistied with this and have no cause for further opposition ; 
but the Zionist movement as such I have never attacked and I am not doing 
how,

OUR GREATEST NEED. 

Sik,--It is with great regret that I feel compelled to turn aside, even 
for a single moment, and leave the high purpose of this discussion in order 
to reply to a statement by Mr. E. A. Franklin, which I dare not pass 
unchallenged, Mr. Franklin's extraordinary letter, displaying a want of 
generosity and courtesy, to regret which I trust he will long survive, 
contains the following passage :— 

‘** Perhaps he (Mr. Green), also remembers a remonstrance | addressed 
to him onee when he visited the New West End Synagogue and delivered :a 
sermon devoted exclusively to telling the congregation what religious laws 
they need not observe—instead of directing their attention to what they 
ought to observe. To this remonstrance | got an angry rejoinder. I have 
survived it, however, as I hope to survive the unmerited adulation he has 
bestowed upon me this week.’’ 

At the risk of another sneer from Mr. Franklin I will pay him the com- 
pliment of saying that I.do not think that he has intentionally put his 
pen to a calumny. Mr. Franklin’s memory has failed him, but every 
detail of the incident he refers to is as clear to me as on the day when it 
happened. I have never in my life delivered a sermon devoted either 
exclusively, or fractionally, to ‘‘ telling the congregation what religious 
laws they need not observe.’’ I have been preaching now for twenty years, 
and have never uttered One word of negative teaching. More than ten years 
ago ILcame up from the North of England to preach for Mr. Singer. I brought 
with me a sermon upon the relation of Samuel to Saul, a Bible study of the 
kind with which my own congregation are familiar. Mr. Franklin read into 
it a meaning which it never had, and censured me in_ the 
synagogue at the termination of the service in terms’ which 
were exceedingly strong. Instead of making an angry rejoinder | merely 
replied that | regretted that Mr. Franklin had misunderstood me. I was too 
astonished, and too hurt, at the time, to make any aagry rejoinder, although 
That same evening Mr. Franklin 
called at the house where 1 was staying, and though he did not alter his 
opinion of the sermon, he expressed regret that his words and manner might 
have been calculated to give me pain, 

My parting word to Mr. Ellis A. Franklin is my recommendation 
to remember that the orthodox Judaism, such as 1 desire to see strengthened 
and extended, teaches, as an integral part of our faith, that conservatism 
is a principle which extends to truth as well as to ceremonials, 
and demands more careful attention to facts when dealing with the 
character and reputation of one’s fellow-men. 

And now for the main question. This discussion has reached the point 
at which, under normal circumstances, its originator is accustomed to retire. 
Following the traditions of the Jewish Chronicle's correspondence column, 
having put my own name at the foot of my own opinions, | ought to bow my 
head before. the storm of outery and resolve to say no more. Having 
regard, moreover, to the very few who have come to ny support, I ought 
perhaps to lose heart and to believe that it was a true prophet who 
wrote me at the beginning of this discussion, ‘*‘ You will achieve nothing 
except worry and annoyance for yourself, because the people who feel most 
strongly are opposed to all progress, while those who think with you do not 
feel with you.’’ lam, however, not so easily deterred, because | know that 
things are bound to come right. I carefully read what is written by 
my opponents, and, underlying it all, | see a strong Jewish feeling and a 
genuine Jewish loyalty which bind them to me. 1 am hopeful enough to 
believe that a little reason and a little courage are all that is necessary to 
bring them and myself shoulder to shoulder. In the opposite direction, | 
know as a positive fact, that there are with me thousands of my coreligionists 
who differ from conservative friends in this converse fashion that they on 
their part require but to add Jewish sentiment to their reason. If your 
correspondents will forget for a moment the battle-cry of the synagogue 
service and revert to my original suggestion, they will find that all I ask is 
that, having regard to laxity in Judaisor which we all deplore, to 


the desire for better things which we all equally hope for, to 
the problematic intersection with observant Judaism of progress 
of reason, spiritual need and non-Jewish environment which have 


been ably put this week by Tertiuam Quid’’ and S.,’ 
simply meet and discuss what should and can be done. 

I repeat that this is all I ask. I repeat I am unable to under- 
stand why it should be refused. | am told to look back upon the 
ages of the past and upon the single generation through which we 
are living. I am referred back by one correspondent to the found- 
ation of Christianity; I am bidden by another to study modern Conferences 
in Germany. I have done both, and, wherever | look, whatever | 
read, whatever I hear, | am unable to see why we should not at this 
present moment meet together in love of our faith and consult together as 
to the best means of procuring the best that it has to give us and 0! 
becoming the best that it has to make us. Whether we look to ancien’ 
history or to modern, the deduction is forced upon us, which 
I challenge anyone to deny, that intolerance, hard words. 
anathemas and persecution have never resulted in anything but evil, but 
that the power of tolerance and fellowship, of consideration, and of reasoi, 
has never failed to leave all things it has touched, in some degree, better 
than they were before. 

Some Congresses have failed! Let us profit by their mistakes and 
avoid them. Some well-intentioned reforms have missed the mark! Let us 
learn from their failure and avoid them also. Let us enter into any con 
gress realising to the full that the ground whereon we stand is holy, au 
nothing can persuade me that from the combined scrutiny and concentration 


we shall 


| of the great Jewish intellect we shall not emerge with a stronger Judaism, 


and as better and truer Jews and Jewesses. 


I have already said, and I say it again, that 1 would enter into such a 
congress with my mind as open as my heart is hopeful. Iam not, mysel!, 
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nor do I want your correspondents on the other side to be, like the 
who, when he came away from an arbitration court, was overhe 
‘Call that arbitration? Why, they gave it against me!” 

Let me assure Mr. Woolstone that I agree with every word he 
concerning the beautiful Sabbath morning prayers, the re 
‘o obscurity was one of the grievous mistakes of the 1892 Conference which 
| would glady see rectified. If Il had my choice as to which of the two parts 
of our divided Service I would decide to attend, 1 would rather place my 
trust in those lovely Psalms, and the gems of beautiful exalted Jewish 
prayer which accompany them, than in any attempt to provide attractive 
features for the emasculated Service which is all that is presented to ninety- 
nine one cent. of attendants at our great synagogues by way of public 
worship.

Sentinels in the Army of the Lord, to them is com- 
mitted the safety of thecamp.”’ I realise the truth and force of this strong 
and justifiable appeal. In all humility and deepest earnest- 
ness, I am _ endeavouring to respond to it. It calls through 
the ages in the grand words of Isaiah, who said: ‘‘ Over thy walls. oh! 
Jerusalem, | have set watchmen ; they shall never hold their peace day nor 
night. Ye that are the Lord’s remembrancers keep not silence and give him 
no rest till he establish and till he make Jerusalem a praise in the earth.’’ 
For this I am striving, for this I shall continue to strive. and they love 
not their faith and know not their duty who hesitate longer to come to 
my aid,

Sin,—l have followed very attentively all the correspondence on the 
above sabject, but throughout there seems to me to be a section of our 
community entirely left out in the cold. There exists a section, under- 
standing Hebrew, quite satisfied ‘with the synagogue service; whilst 
Mr. Green is anxious to attract those unacquainted with the sacred language. 
No one has a word to say for those who do understand Hebrew, who do keep 
away from business on Sabbath, who do have their children taught Hebrew, 
who do see that their children absent themselves from school or college on 
the Sabbath, who do train their children to avoid following callings that 
should compel them to follow it on the Sabbath, and yet are dissatisfied 
in every way with our present synagogue service. 


When | was as young as Mr. Spiers, I was equally impressed 
us he, but. my elders thought the choir an innovation, and mem- 
bers of large synagogues (from choice) attended a small Minyan 
in the neighbourhood. If I could not pray as my parents were content, 
neither can my children follow a service with devotion that satisfied 
me when young. | am not impressed now, myself, so.cannot expect 


them to be, yet young people have religious feeling, and I have been 
repeatedly asked by my children to take them to a service where they can 
feel impressed. Our synagogue has a good attendance in all winds and 
weathers. The prayers are said, but never prayed, gossip goes on inces- 
santly, jokes are passed round, and some congregants make a point of never 
allowing a service to be got through without saying something ludicrous to 
raise alaugh. Yet these would be loudest in their protest against an altered 
service, 

Why should Mr. E. A. Franklin feel vexed with Mr. Green for telling 
his congregants what laws they need not observe? If our ministers 
are silent on the subject Mr. Franklin should remember that people can read 
and think for themselves, and one cannot keep people’s intellects in 
check. During the last few years we have had valuable works on Jewish 
literature, which state concisely what religious laws we need not observe, 
and why. We are not worse men and women because our eyes are 
opened to the truth, quite the contrary. I would rather follow the opinions 
of a man wise and good enough to point out that it is wrong to teach our 
children ** That God purposely sent two she bears from a wood to mangle 
forty children, because they were rude to an old man,’’ than listen to a 
sermon where the minister told a delighted congregation, that ‘‘ Korah, 
Dathan and Abiram were swallowed up because they wanted changes in the 
ritual.’’ That minister can never impress me. I like him personally (he is 
most. genial), | admire his scholarly attainments, but impressed [ never am, 
He can never make me feel. 

I agree with Mr. Green, that the best prayers should be read when the 
congregants are present and not hurriedly gabbled over to Minyan men, 
Let the prayers be few and select. We don’t want to pray constantly for 
the return to Zion, or to ask God to end a captivity that we English Jews 
(lo not recognise in this free country. 

I assure Mr. Louis Kletz that I was taught all he says we should teach 
our children, yet if I stay at home on Sabbath morning and read a good 
book I derive more spiritual comfort than if I attend Synagogue. I do not 
deplore, as he does, the development of Christianity. Christianity has 
done noble work, but we all know that if Judaism had never left a gap 
Christianity would never have been inserted. 

I agree with the whole of ** Tertiam Quid’s ** letter. There is more real 
religion in the last two paragraphs than in all the other correspondence put 
together, but people mostly arrive at middle age before they think like that. 
Young people are either indifferent or religious (I mean by religious 
that they give religion anxious and deep thought). Our leaders need not fear 
for the former as much as the latter. The iudifferent are asa rule either 
superstitious or too much intent on seeking their own pleasures to care 
about how a service should or should not be conducted, but there are young 

ople drifting away through disgust at our synagogue service, If Judaism 
is to have the grand future we hope for, then whilst there is a spark of 
Judaism or love of Judaism left, fan it into a flame. Personally, | would rather 
see sects of Jews than drifting away, because I am

SirR,—I fail to see what good would result from a Jewish Congress such 
as the Rev. Mr. Green proposes. Such meetings have been held in Germany 
and the States, and were failures. There is still an annual gathering held in 
Atlantic City, U.S.A., but American Judaism is no better off for it. 
We want something more durable than a Congress to induce our people 
who haye fallen away to return to their glorious faith, Mr, Green would 


make some alterations in our Divine Service to induce a larger attendance at 
Synagogue. I don’t believe any alteration in our service would create a 
better attendance, or in any way improve the qbservance of our religion. 
The Reform Congregations, by tinkering with the service, have not succeeded 
in creating a purer religious feeling amongst their people, and the attend- 
ance at their synagogues leaves a lot to be desired. I thoroughly agree with Mr. 


Gireen that we urgently require some scheme to rescue our brethren who 
do not come to = synagogue from the deplorable’ state of 
callousness and indifference which they have fallen into. To me, 


as an Israelite and a lover of Israel the present enormous desecration 
of our glorious religion is a souree of grief and remorse. The remedy that 
I propose would be a society similar in its workings to the Young Men's 
Christian Association (of course, strictly Jewish). The Young Men's 
Christian Association was started to look after their Christian voung 
men. The Young Men's Jewish Association would attend to the glaring 
religious wants of thousands of our Jewish young men who slave on Sabbath 
and know nothing about their religion. The principal aim of the society 
would be to propagate our religion amongst our own: people. It would 
induce onr people who do not attend synagogue to come and hear the 
society's lectures and make use of the library, ete. It would teach voung 
Israel that it is an honour to be a Jew. We are not as other nations; 
our heritage is our religion. ‘* Thou art my witnesses’’ is the declaration of 
the Lord (Isaiah). Israel exists to-day as a witness to the whole world of the 
existence of our Divine Creator. We are still the chosen race and 
we want to impress it on our brethren who have gone astray. 
And the way to do it is to elevate them by education and example. Educa- 
tion is the cure for the evil; ignorance is our enemy—it always has been our 
enemy. The institution would have paid lecturers ; our ministers, and our 
leading brethren would, of course, be interested ia the working and the 
suecess of the society. It. would at first rent halls in various Jewish 
districts, where lectures would be given say every Sunday evening. When 
the society became established, it would have a permanent hall or building 
which could contain a library, a gymnasium and other desirable attractions, 
The institution could also be instrumental in securing situations for its young 
men. The lectures would be free to all; it would teach our young men and 
women that to desecrate our holy Sabbath is a crime, and that it is adisgrace 
for a son of Israel to be ignorant of our Scriptures, I firmly believe that such 
an institution would fill a long-felt want, and might be the means of inducing 
thousands of our people to return to a better observance of our religion. We 
have the means in our community for the working of such a noble scheme, 
and I feel confident if it were taken up by some of our leaders it would 
become a lasting benefit to our religion and a credit to its organisers.

‘A MIXED DEBATE AT THE MACCABSXANS.,”’ 

Sir,-- Questions of taste—good and bad—are proverbially indisputable. Bat 
I have always been taught that fairness and truth are at least essential 
elements in all that is understood by good taste. Mr. J. H. Levy, in his 
letter to you, says im reference to the observations I made in the course of 
a debate at the Maccabwans,"’ on Dr. Bernstein's paper: ** Mr. Greenberg 
hinted that what Englishmen fear in Jewish Immigration is the might of 
the Jewish intellect,’’ and he then goes on to soundly rate me for what he 
ealls charming modesty. Now, would it be believed that what I said was 
as exactly contrary as anything bearing even a slight likeness to what Mr, 
Levy charges me with, could well be? I turn to the excellent report of 
the proceedings which appeared in your issue of 15th inst., andl find placed 
against my name the following:—‘*t Mr. Lesser had asked whether the 
British view of the alien immigrant was so unreasonable. Yes it was. ... 
The real objection on the part of those who opposed unrestricted immigra- 
tion to this country was that in their view it involved an abnormal growth 
of Jewish influence and power.” I have italicised three words, but other- 
wise the words are as reported of me. Where, I would ask, have I said 
or hinted a word about Englishmen fearing in Jewish Immigration ‘* the 


might of Jewish -intellect’’? And, is it not clear from the report that 
I did not share the view that there would arise from continued 
unrestricted immivration ‘‘an abnormal growth of Jewish influence and 


power’’ such as Englishmen need fear, for | specifically stated that I 
regarded the British view as unreasonable ? May | be permitted to suggest 
to Mr. Levy that in future, before preaching upon good taste, he should 
himself cultivate that virtue at least so far as not to misquote those whom 
he ventures to criticise. 

It is true that | went on to say that the ‘* predominance of Jewish 
ability ’’—not intellect—-‘* was the root of the Question in Russia and Austria 
and Roumania,’” but to regard Jewish ability as higher than that of the 
Galician or Roumanian peasant or of the Russian mujik, is surely not evidence 
of a too high appreciation of Jewish intellectual capacity. 

If, however, there had been nothing more in Mr. Levy's note than a 
misrepresentation of what I said, I should have deemed the matter too 
unimportant to trouble you with a letter upon it. But, his angry words 
betoken a spirit which I have no hesitation in declaring to be one of the 
most reprehensible of traits to. be found in some Jews, mainly those who 
boast of their having ‘‘assimilated.’’ I refer to the constant desire 
to belittle and sneer at and apologise for all that is Jewish. 
Is Alien Immigration the topic? Then those only are considered 
‘‘statesmanlike’’ who dig and delve to find faults in Jews which 
by being exaggerated and wrenched from Jewish virtues can be 
cited to justify the proposed exclusion of Jews from even East 
End slums and rookeries. Or, men are to be found amongst us who 
can write as Mr. H. H. Gordon writes to you this week, parading the 
wretched shibboleth of ‘‘ Anglicisation,’’ and—think of it !—absolutely 
claiming as a triumph that we have repatriated large numbers of those who 
have arrived here, or have made the weary wanderers **‘ move on'’’ further. 
Think of it! Pride and joy, instead of a feeling of shame that we have sent 
back a single soul to the inferno of persecution in Eastern Europe, and 


sorrow that we have been unable to find bim a resting place in the land in 


which the Jew is, above all other places, free and secure. It is this 
‘‘ whispering humbleness,’’ which Jews think it right to cultivate 
upon Jewish matters, excusable, perhaps, in places where the Jew 
is persecuted, but detestable where the Jew is_ free, that does 
so much to lower us in eyes that have not the means for seeing 
the Jew as he is, and naturally take him as his ‘assimilated ’’ 
brothers depict him. Often they discover what a caricature they 
have had painted for them, and then they despise the caricaturist but 
conclude that none the less there must be something very wrong with us if 
our own people can speak so disparagingly of us without apparent cause. 
It is this depreciation of Jews, as Jews, by Jews, that is largely responsible 
for the fact that the Jew to-day does not hold his rightful place amongst the 
nations of the world. The fact is that these Jews who are eternally so 
anxious to prove how much they have assimilated most often only succeed in 
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presenting a vulgar admixture of the induced abasement of the persecuted 
with the grotesque personal assertiveness of the nonveau libre. 

I cannot believe that this Ghetto-snuffle, which Mr. Levy practises so 
admirably, will help us with a people who as Mr. Lesser rightly said the other 
evening, admire, above all things, manliness. He and his like are bartering their 
birthright as Jews for the pottage-mess of transient gentile approbation of a 
sort that at best is not of much worth. Unhappily, by their cringing and 
their assimilating, they are laying the seeds of a harvest of trouble 
for our people, one of the most unhappy features of which is that we cannot 
he sure that they will be here to assist in the reaping. Their mean-spirited- 
ness ‘* will be taken by other people to show which way the tide of their 
eonduct is running.’ and, as Mr. Levy says, ‘‘ they will be judged accord 
ingly."’ Alas! however, in all probability the judgment will not be merely 
personal,

PROFESSOR SCHECHTER 
RECEIVES ANOTHER ‘**CALL”’ TO AMERICA. 


In the Jewish Chronicle of October 20, 1899, we referred to the efforts 
which were then being made to induce Prof. Schechter. of Cambridge, to 
accepta ‘call’ to the United States, to take the direction of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in New York. The negotiations then proceeding were 
dropped, but have been revived daring the past few months in a manner that 
can only be regarded as very flattering indeed to Dr. Schechter. He has, we 
believe, been practically told to make his own terms and conditions, if only 
he will accept the ‘‘call.’’ The idea is that Dr. Schechter should 
be the head of the Faculty of the Seminary with Dr. Cyrus Adler as principal 
executive officer. The Seminary would be reorganised and the new riqgime 
would be inaugurated in the autumn of next year. Nothing conclusive has 
yet been decided on the part of Prof. Schechter, though we believe the 
negotiations have now gone so far as to almost compel his acceptance of the 
dignified and lucrative position offered to him. 


The Elections in the Berlin Community.

The Elections for the Reprisentanten of the Jewish community in this 
city will be held next week, and are arousing considerable interest. Ata 
meeting held yesterday the leaders of the Conservative and Liberal parties 
declared that all candidates for the Couneil of Repriisentanten should 
pledge themselves to use their influence to make the representation of 
the community on the Council of the Jewish Colonisation Association more 
effective. As holders of a large proportion of the shares in the Jewish 
Colonisation Association distributed by the late Baron de Hirsch, the 
Berlin Community are entitled to send a delegate to the Council, and it is 


desired that our community should take a more active part in influencing 


the policy of the Association. 


The Roumanian Relief Committee in Berlin.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BERLIN, 207TH NOVEMBER, 

After an existence of one year the Committee for the Relief of the Jews 
in Roumania has to-day been dissolved. The Committee collected 107,340 
marks (£5,376), of which 90,000 franes (£3,600) were sent to Paris, the 
remainder being forwarded to Roumania to be expended on Soup Kitchens, 
and for the benefit of emigrants. It is interesting to note thata large number 
of the donors attached to their gifts the condition that the monies were not to 
be sent to Paris, but direct to Roumania, without passing through the hands 
of the Alliance Israelite. The Committee decided to dissolve, because with 
the foundation of the Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden a central body has 
been created, by which all action for the relief of our coreligionists in the 
East will be directed. The small balance in hand has also heen transferred 
to the Hilfsverein. 


Lord Strathcona and the Hirsch Institute, Montreal. 


Lord Strathcona, High Commissioner for Canada in London, has given a 
handsome donation to the Baron de Hirsch Institute in Montreal, which will 
be applied to the purchase of books for the library. Ample provision has 
been made in the new building for alibrary. Lord Strathcona has previously 
given Jewish institutions in Montreal proofs of his generosity.

JEWS’ AND THE JUNE MATRICULATION EXAMINATION, 


We are authorised by the Chief Rabbi to state that the attention of 
the Council for External Students having been drawn to the fact that the 
Festival of Pentecost falls in the week of the ensuing June Matriculation 
Examination, they have made the following arrangement to meet the con- 
scientious scruples of Jewish candidates :—Special papers will be set to be 
taken by Jewish candidates on Monday, the 16th and Tuesday, the 17th of 
June, 1902. These papers will be available to Jewish candidates, declaring 
themselves to be such, in London only, and on payment of a fee of ten 
shillings in addition to the ordinary Matriculation fee. 


Danish Honour for Dr. Georg Brandes. 


It is stated in the Copenhagen newspapers that the University has 
decided to make an annual grant of 5,000 kronen to Dr. Georg Brandes in 
recognition of his services to literature. The Minister of Education, itis 
added, has approved the grant.—Reuter.

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Inauguration of the Heine Monument in Paris. 


— 


We have frequently recorded the various attempts that have been made 


in Germany and Paris to honour the 
memory of Heinrich Heine, by 
monuments in the country of his 
birth and the city of his adoption, 
and the obstacles which were 
placed in the way of their success. 
The poet's grave, in the Montmartre 
Cemetery at Paris, had for years 
been uncared for and abandoned. 
The late Empress of Austria, who 
was a great admirer of Heine, and 
who erected a monument to him in 
her Chateau at Corfu, first sug- 
gested the idea of a monument at 
the Cemetery, and after her tragie 
death the plan was earried into 
execution by a number of political, 
literary and artistic persons in 
Vienna. The monument was origi- 
nally exhibited in the Rotunda of 
the Prater in the Austrian capital. 
The poet’s bust stands on a pedestal 
ornamented with alyre, underneath 
being the words Heinrich Heine 
and ‘‘Frau Heine,’’ the latter 
being the poet's Parisian wife, 
Mathilde, the shop-girl or grisette. 
On a knot of ribbons is the 
inscription : ‘Dem  Andenken 
Heine's, das freisinnige Wien.”’ 
(** To the memory of Heine, Liberal 
Vienna.’’) On the tombstone are 
some mournful verses by the poet 
in his native language, expressive 
of his reflections on his last resting- 
place, which was not to be on the 
banks of the Rhine nor among the 
palms of the south, but anywhere 
under God's stars. The face of 
the bust is sorrowful, and reealls 
Heine’s years of suffering in Paris before he died. 

The unveiling of the monument took place at Montmartre Cemetery in 
the presence of a cosmopolitan gathering of about two thousand men and 
women of letters and arts. Herr Constantin Noske, member of the 
Austrian Reichsrath, and President of the Vienna Memorial Committee, 
opened the proceedings by relating the conditions under which the bust, 
‘ which is the work of the Danish sculptor, Louis Hasselriis, ‘(who also 
executed the monument at Corfa), was offered to the Austrian Committee by 
whom it was placed on the poet's grave. 

M. Gaston Deschamps then delivered an eloquent address, in which 
he touched on the works of Heine, and thus summed up his chequered 
career: **The presence itself before this grave of a servant of French 
literature would, in the absence of any speech, have been an agree- 
able testimony to the poet, who after having traversed so’ many 
countries, visited so many peoples and races, explored so many 
‘regions and philosophies, who was known finally under all aspects 
of divine joy and human suffering, desired, in dispersing his fancies, among 
multitudes condemned to the eternal alternative of smiles and tears, 
the echo of his enthusiasm and _ irony, the reflection of his 
sentimental metamorphoses, the cry of his love and his despair; 
(lesired, | repeat, to bequeath to the soil of Frante as a _ specially 
precious depository, the blood of his cruellest wounds and all that remains 
after the final deliverance—under the changes of the universal life which 
Oppresses us and saves us—of a poor human frame, racked by tortures, 
sanctified by the august dignity of sorrow, transtigured by the sublime 
beauty of renunciation.’’ 


Dr. Max Nordau followed with a brilliant speech, spoken in German. He 


said it was by his own choice that Heine spent his best years in Paris. 
There he was sufliciently acclimatised not to regard as a hardship the 
destiny of having one day to be interred on French soil. There was, there- 
fore, no ground for lamenting that he slept his eternal sleep in a strange 
land, which to him was sweet and loving as a foster-mother.

Home and _ Hospital for Jewish Incurables. 


At a meeting of the Whitechapel Board of Guardians, held on Tuesday 
last, a motion by Mr. Alderman John Harris, (.(., that a vote of ten guineas 
be made to the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables was carried unani- 
mously, the formal resolution reading as follows : 

That pursuant to the 42 and 43 Vict., cap. 54, sec. 10, and subject to the approval of 
the Local Government Board, the sum of £10 10s, be paid as a subscription for 
one year towards the funds of the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, 
High Road, South Tottenham, being an institution calculated to render useful 
aid in the administration of the relief of the poor. 


About three years ago a plan was introduced by the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee of the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, whose Hon. 
Secretary, Mrs. P. G. Phillips, took up the matter with her accustomed 
enthusiasm and kindly interest, to secure the visit of a minister 
regularly every month. The idea has met with favour and the ministers of 
the Metropolis have willingly called, chatted with the patients and 
usually delivered a brief bright address, As each turn comes. round 
Mrs. Phillips invites the clerical visitor and gives some interesting details 
of the Institution with which she has lgng associated herself to its advantage 
and benefit. There are many little points to note, either the small particular 
weaknesses of some of the bedridden sufferers, or valuable hints as to 
appropriate remarks that may be telling and striking, that may be 
impressive and fitting, and so do some good. This year the Revs.

The dreaded reduction of prices for this year's vintage has after all not 
taken place. The Bureau of the Jewish Colonisation Association has, after 
long deliberation, decided not only not to reduce last year's prices, but to 
raise them by ten per cent. This decision, which is greeted with great 
satisfaction by the colonists interested and their well-wishers, has been 
arrived at by the Committee in view of the damage incurred through the 
lack of accommodation in the cellar to receive the grapes in due time, and 
in consideration of the fact that this year’s vintage had fallen short of last 
year’s. Grateful as the colonists are for the momentary relief from a 
dreaded embarrassment, they continue in their-claim that only by entrust- 
ing the administration of the cellar and the wine sale to an Executive 
Committee of themselves, would they be able to dispense with the charity now 
accorded them in one form or another. The administration of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association in Paris has already, sueceeded —and a success it is 

in convineing the colonists that they must sooner or later stand absolutely 
on their own feet, and now

The Jews in Morocco. 


NOVEMBER 8TH, 1901, 

A regrettable incident, characteristic of the ways of Morocco, has 
occurred in the neighbourhood of Casablanca. A Jew named Zagury had 
claims upon a certain Vrovinecial Governor for a debt he had contracted 
towards him. The Governor delayed payment, and the Jew went in person 
to claim it. An altercatiomensued. The Jew left, the Governor promising 
him that he would hear from him before he had reached Casablanca. 
travelled with three or four other Jews. The distance was long between the 
official’s house and the town. No sooner was the Jew gone, than six 
horsemen were despatched by the Governor, with orders to divide themselves 
in couples, each taking a different route leading to Casablanca. And he 
gave them further orders, as we shall see. Arrived within an hour of the 
town, the Jewish travellers saw two mounted soldiers galloping up towards 
them. They accosted Zagury's companions in tones which did not leave 
doubts as to their intentions towards Zagury. ‘* We have nothing to do 
with you,’’ they said, ‘‘ we have to deal with this man only,” pointing to 
Zagury, *‘so keep aside, or suffer the consequences.’’ And they there- 
upon sent two ballets through the unfortunate Zagury, who died on the 
spot. He had money with him. They did not touch it. It was a case of 
vengeance, and of vengeance only, and it was indeed vengeance with a will, 
in the open day, before all the world, in defiance of God and justice. I do 
not know what steps the Jewish community in Casablanea are taking to 
obtain justice. They certainly have not far to seek for the perpetrator of 
The soldiers were, of course, but the Governor's tools, though 
they may have been willing ones for all we know. 

Yet another regrettable incident. Rabbi Yussef Arovas, of Jerusalem, 
was here some time ago, on the usual collecting mission. He was a man of 
imposing appearance, pleasant, enlightened; a man of the world who had 
travelled much. He seemed to know many of the prominent Jews of the 
Jewish communities in Europe. He was once received in audience by his 
Majesty the hing of Italy, who bestowed a decoration upon him, From 
Mogador he went to Marrakesh, and from that capital he went, bound for 
the various towns in its neighbourhood. When on the road to one of these 
his party was beset by highwaymen. The encounter so upset him that he fel! 
ill and died shortly afterwards. The reverend gentleman had gained the 
sympathy of his coreligionists here by his genial and cultured manner, and 
they have been profoundly moved by the news of his demise and the circum- 
stances attending it. 

From such sad themes it is pleasant to turn to the following: Many 
years ago a Jewish carpenter, or more strictly speaking, a cabinet-maker, of 
exceptional ability transferred his quarters from Mogador to Marrakesh. 
His name is Ikotiel. At the capital he found work to suit him, frequently at 
the Court, at the palaces of the Viziers, or at houses of Moorish notables, He 
is now very old. Quite recently he set upon making a present, with his own 
hands, for the Sultan. The result was the production of three beautiful 
native musical instruments, which he last week presented to his Shereefian 
Majesty as his own handiwork, and as a labour of love. His Majesty was 
delighted with the beautifal workmanship, and he was touched with the 
condition of the aged carpenter, whose name and personality were well 
known to him, tt is most likely that many a time when the clever carpenter 
was at work at the Royal Palace, Abdel-Aziz, then a child, stood by watehing 
him at work and chatting with bim. And so the Sultan received him 
graciously and cordially. When Ikotiel departed from the presence of his 
Majesty, he went away a rich man. Mouley Abd-el-Aziz gave him a house 
to live in, freehold; he gave him a bag containing #300, to buy himself 
present necessaries, and he issued orders for himto receive benceforward a 
pension of three pesetas a day, that is *18 a month, a sum on which a man of 
his class and station can live in Marrakesh in complete comfort. Such 
an episode does honour to his Majesty. i. ©, 
P.S.--November 12th.

Pupils at Church Schools. 

At the last meeting of the Board the following letter (addressed to the 
Clerk of the Board) was read from the Rev. W. H. Davies (of the Rectory, 
Spitalfields) respecting a request made to -him that the Jewish pupils 
attending the Church School should be exempted from attendance during the 
time religious instruction was given :— 

My Dear Strk,—I am sorry you are unable to appoint a Jewish teacher. We 


continue, [ suppose, the present arrangement, viz., that of having all Jewish 


jars in a separate room till 9.40, under a Christian teacher, who simply makes them 
repeat Psalms. 


Che children already go to the Brick Lane Talmud Torah, or to Great Garden Street 

tu Deal Street. They know quite well of the existence of these centres. 
Of course, it would be quite impossible to exempt Jewish scholars from attending 
til 0.40. We can know no distinction iu this respect. 1 ami sure you will see it would 
lad to loss of discipline, and we should be charged with favouring the Jewish scholars 


At the instance of Mr. Morris HARRIS, the Executive Committee were 
requested to reconsider the question of appointing a Jewish teacher to 
attend the Charch School every morning to give lessons in Hebrew and 
religion to the Jewish pupils at the same time as the Christian scholars were 
civen religious instruction. 

The Executive Committee reported on Wednesday that under all the 
circumstances the Board be recommended to comply with the request of 
the Rev. W. H. Davies, and that a Jewish teacher be engaged to attend at 
the school each morning from 9 to 9°45 for the purpose of giving instruction 
it Hebrew and Religion to the Jewish pupils. It had been suggested that 
Mr. Ish Kishor should be engaged as the teacher, subject to consideration 
and arrangement of terms. The Rev. 8S. Levy and Mr. Morris Harris had 
been asked (and had consented to serve) to supervise the arrangements for 
ithe special class. 

The recommendation was adopted, 

Attention was drawn to the fact that the Rev. Mr. Davies and other 
Christian clergymen greatly resented what they considered to be the 
unwarranted and what was certainly unofficial and unauthorised inter- 
ference of a Jewish. gentleman in connection with the attendance of 
Jewish children at Church Schools. Such trop de zele, it was said, was 
likely to. impede the action of the Board and te prevent that cordial 
-o-operation which was essential to any success in giving practical effect 
to the policy of the Board. : 


The CHAIRMAN said that the gentleman referred to was not a member of 
the Board and could not be controlled by it. The Board could not 
countenance any such course of action as that alluded to, 

Area of the Board's Operation. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the Executive Committee had considered the 
reference (in connection with an application from Walthamstow), as to 


defining the limits of the area of the operations of the Board, and recom-: 


mended that those limits be those of the Metropolitan Postal District which 
were easily defined and easily ascertained, 
The recommendation was agreed to. 


New Classes at Stepney. 

The Rev. Gatchel Isaacs (Minister of the South Hackney Synagogue) 
Was appointed Organising Minister, and Mr. Samuel Davis (of the Jews’ 
vee School), Superintendent of the new Classes at Stepney. 

Among the administrative matters which engaged the attention of 
the meeting were the appointment of new teachers at Rutland Street, 
Old Castle Street, and Chicksand Street Classes; half-yearly reports of 
Rutland and Chicksand Street Classes; Examiners’ report of St. Stephen's 
\(Juaker Street, Spitalfields) Classes. 


Special Services for Children. 


A letter was read from the Rev. B. Berliner, Hou. Secretary of the Board 
ol Ministers, informing the Religious Kducation Board of the arrangements 
wade for holding periodical Special Sabbath Afternoon Services for Children 
at the Great Synagogue, and requesting that the Board should give directions 
for the attendance, under the charge of a responsible person, of thirty girls 
and thirty boys from each of the Religion Classes under the control of the 
Board. The Executive Committee reported that the Superintendents had 
been desired to comply with the request. 


The Corer Ragsi said that the Board could not but be in sympathy with 
the Special Children’s Services. Attendance at synagogue was but a com- 
plement to the teaching given at the Religion Classes. 


The Rev. S. Sincen said that the Superintendents of the Classes had 
already been communicated with on the subject, and had agreed—with but one 
conspicuous dissentient—to send pupils to the Services. There could be no 
doubt that the work of the Board was not completed by an organised effort 
to secure the attendance of the pupils at the synagogue. It was obvious 
that the object of the services would be missed if order was not secured. 

The meeting approved of the attendance of the pupils at the Special 
Services, as desired. : 


Singing at Religion Classes. 


Mr. L. B. ABRAHAMS said that he was glad to hear the Chief Rabbi 
and the Rey. S. Singer express the opinion that attendance at synagogue 
Was a complement to the work of the Religion Classes. He therefore 
considered that they and other members of the Board should give hearty 
support to a resolution he would move, with a view of interesting the 
children in the Synagogue Service both whilst at the Religion Classes and 
when present in the synagogue. He moved :— 

That the singing of Psalws and Hymns in Hebrew form part of the curriculum jp 

all classes uuder the control of the Board. 

That the Superintendents of the Classes be request: d tv make the mecessary arrange. 

ments for giving eflect to the above resolution. 

Mr. Abrahams said that there were no practical difticulties in the way 
of giving effect to his resolution, as most of the children were being taught 
and were familiar with the Tonic Sol-Fa, and all the teachers were competent 
to teach it. He had already had set up in type two Psalms and two well- 
known Jewish Hymns: ‘*Mah Tovu,”’ ‘*Shir Lamaalos’’ (Psalm exxi.) 
‘Adon Olam,”’ and Ledovid Mizmor’’ (Psalm xxiv.). The cost of printing 


further copies would be small and he looked for the cordial support of the 
Executive Committee in his endeavour to brighten the Religion Classes 
and interest the children in the synagogue services, where most of them at 
present either did not attend or when present were mere spectators. 

A long discussion ensued, most of the speakers supporting the principle 
of Mr. Abrahams's motion. The Cuter Rapp and other speakers, however, 
suggested that the subject should be referred to the Executive Committee 
for consideration before the Board was called upon to adopt the resolution 
of which no notice had been given. The Rev. M. ADLER said it was impolitic 
to have proposals for additions to the curriculum sprung upon the Board 
without previous consideration by the Executive. 


After a motion for adjournment of the debate, moved by Mr. B. FERSHT, ~ 


had been negatived (only three voting in its favour), the following amend- 
ment was moved by the Cuter RABBI :— 


That while considering that it is desirable that the singing of Psalms and Hymns in 
Hebrew form part of the curriculum in all classes under the control of the 


Board, the Executive Committee be instructed to enquire and to report as to 
the feasibility of the inclusion. 


Mr. L. B. ABRAHAMS said that he was glad to find his resolution had been : 


accepted in principle by the majority of those present, and he would not 
further resist the proposed reterence to the Executive Committee. He 
would, therefore, withdraw his resolution. 


The motion by the Chief Rabbi was then carried as the substantive 
resolution. 


A letter of resignation was read from the Rey. J. J. Stern. It was 
resolved that Mr. Stern should be requested to reconsider his decision. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that the next meeting of the Board would be 
held on January 15th. 


Mrs, Julius A. Gouldstein was added to the Committee of Managers 
of the Berner Street Classes. 


Visiting Committee of the Liverpool 
Manchester Congregations. 


and 


The Visiting Committee of the Congregations in Liverpool and Man- 
chester, have issued a report covering a period from July Ist, 1899, to 
September 30th last. 

The Committee regrets the resignation of Mr. E. W. Yates, after having 
devotedly filled the post of President for seven years. In recognition of his 
valued services, Mr. Yates has been elected an Honorary Member of the 
Society. The Committee has also lost the services, through illness, of the 
Rev. H. M. ‘Silver, who was one of the founders of the Society, and acted 
as its Liverpool Hon. Secretary. The Rev. 8S. Friedeberg, B.A., has been 
elected in his stead. The visitation to the twenty-three Manchester and 
twelve Liverpool Institutions has proceeded as usual. Since the publication 
of the last report, the Jewish Industrial School for boys at Hayes has been 
opened. The Governors consented to receive—without any local payments 
—the boys from the Liverpool Certified Industrial School, and the six boys 
have accordingly been transferred to Hayes. While acknowledging with 
gratitude the generosity of the Governors, it will not be out of place tostate 
that a substantial sum was subscribed by Liverpool and Manchester to the 
building fund of the Hayes School. The attention of the Committee has 
been called to the want of a Jewish officer at the Manchester and Sallord 
Police Courts to record cases of youthful delinquents. The Committee, con- 
sidering the comparative fewness of such cases, did not approve the special 
appointment of such an officer; but the diflculty has: been met by the 
offer of the Manchester Church of England Temperance Society, who have 
directed their agents at the Police Courts to report to the Jewish Committee 
all eases in which advice and assistance may prove beneficial. Only one 
year's subscription has been asked for from the various constituent con- 
gregations during the period reviewed in the Report. The Treasurer has 
been able to meet all expenses, but the funds of the Industrial Schools’ 
branch are quite exhausted ; and it is hoped, therefore, that the contributing 
synagogues will increase their grants in the coming year. It is still unsatis- 
factory that all the local synagogues do not contribute. The Committee 
welcomes the addition to its body of the Rev. A. Wolf, M.A., and the Rev. 
Dr. J. L. Landau, the newly appointed ministers of the Manchester Con- 
gregation of British Jews, and North Manchester Synagogue. The 
Committee thank the ladies and gentlemen who have given their personal 
services in various ways, and especially the lady visitors to the Manchester 
General Hospitals and the Manchester and Prestwich Workhouse Infirmaries. 
The Committee will shortly take into consideration the advisability of 
Manchester and Liverpool continuing.to act together. The erection of a 
special Jewish Industrial School obviates the necessity for further fusion ; 
a society in each town could arrange for the supervision of the visiting of 
the local institutions, and a large sum could now be saved for travelling 
between the two towns. 


—In the 44th Report of the Inspector 
appointed to visit the Certified Reformatory and Industrial Schools of Great 
Britain, the Inspector states :—** Last autumn a new Industrial School was 
opened for the reception of Jewish boys, and the liberality and interest 
displayed by the Jewish community have been such that the prospects of 
success for the School are exceptionally bright."’ 


Common Sense.—The Tablet says: Somebody has written to the Chief 
Rabbi to suggest that certain Jewish charities should forego the sums of 
money bequeathed to them by the late Mr. Samuel Lewis, and for this 
reason—that Mr. Samuel Lewis was a usurer. In the name of common sense 
we protest against the ridiculous suggestion. Mr. Samuel Lewis, according 
to report, was at least an honest usurer. Moreover there is a lurking legend 
of his having a certain pleasure in relieving the rich of their superfluities 
and, in turn, the poor of some of their deprivations. He played the part of 
a small Providence and redressed the balance. But if we take the blackest 
of black views, and condemn altogether the means by which Mr. Lewis’s 
fortune was made, all the more must we welcome the charitable dispositions 
which may count for him as acts of restitution. The Sisters of Nazareth, 
who have a contingent benefit under his will, may be trusted to do nothing 
to frustrate the intention of the dead millionaire to benefit his poorer 
brethren. That bequest is creditable alike to the giver and the receiver. 
The relations between Mr. Lewis and the Sisters were of the slightest. He 
met them, now and again, on their rounds of charitable labour. He raised 
his hat to them in the street, and, in rough weather, gave them greeting 
with a ‘* This is no day for ladies to be out,’’ or some such sentence. They 
replied that they could not afford to stay at home while the poor had to be 
fed. He smiled and he passed on. But he did not forget; and the name of 
Nazareth House was found among those institutions which should, at some 
future time, derive benefit under his will.

FOUR ZIONISTS IN KHAKI, 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Amongst the Jews serving at the Front are four members of one family 
of the name of Israel, a father and three sons. Mr. Jacob Israel, senior, has 
been long settled in the country, and was able to exert so much influence 
that he kept several hundred Colonial Boers from joining the Boer Army. 
The Boers were made aware of this, and in order to get their recruits, 
captured Mr. Israel and two of his sons just when they were 
organising a Town Guard in Campbell. The townspeople sent a deputation 
to the Commandant of the Boer Forces, with Field Cornet Kobus at the head 
of the townsfolk. Mr. Israel was then released, but he was kept a prisoner 
in his own house until the arrival of a British Force, and the first to cross 
his threshold was Colonel Goldsmid. 

When, on June 30th, the Boers were known to be in the neighbourhood, 
and the civilians of Campbell volunteered to act as town guard in support 
of the garrison composed of Cape Mounted Police and a contingent of the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s Own Volunteer Rifles, under Lieutenant Jones, Mr. 
Jacob Israel and two of his sons, Simon Israel and I. Israel, shouldered rifles. 
The men took up their position in blockhouses, and the Boers advanced on 
July 5th, and, after a day's desultory fighting, withdrew, 

Last Christmas, Mr. Israel gave a dinner to all the military in Campbell, 
and a civilian cricket team who played that day, and he was thanked by 
Captain Vance, Duke of Edinburgh’s Own Volunteer Rifles, for his 
hospitality. In reply, the host had to allude to the fact that owing to the 
delay of the transport some of the luxuries ordered had not arrived. 

Since writing the foregoing, a correspondent, Mr. W. Taylor, of Kentish 
Town, has favoured us with a quotation from a letter of a comrade at the 
Front, who mentions the Israel family. As to the influence of Mr. Israel on 
the local Boers, it is borne out in the reference to his capture, and by infor- 
mation which has reached us from other quarters. The writer of the letter 
is evidently a non-Jew, and his comment is therefore of special interest :— 

‘*There is a Jewish family in the neighbourhood, by name Jacob Israel, 
who play an important part in our present campaign. If Il could but tell you 
some of his (Jacob's) actions, it would astonish you; but then, the letter 
may never reach you. Besides having three of his sons fighting (who, by 
Jove, make excellent scouts), his influence over the Boers in the Herbert 
and Hay districts is just like the Tsar of Russia over his subjects. His 
eldest son, bamed Simon, came to our camp the other day, a regular dasher and 
as fine a fellow you ever wished to come across, not like the fearing Petticoat 
Lane Jew we once saw. They all think his name stops him from promotion, 
and yet you should have heard old Jacob getting angry when he heard that 
one of his sons was trying to enlist in the Dake of Edinburgh's Own 
Volunteer Rifles, under the name of Fraser; just like one trying to roba 
title from an Karl. Our officer in command said once that had it not been 
for old Jacob with his excellent organisation of transport, we might all 
have starved here.”’ 

The following are particulars of the sons so praised :— 

Simon Israel, the eldest, went through the Siege of Ladysmith and was 
complimented by General White on being a most reliable scout. In August 
received an appointment in the Intelligence Department at Bloemfon- 

n. 

Daniel, the second son, joined, says a letter, a corps and was last 
August with his regiment at Colesberg. 

Isaac Israel, the youngest, is in the Dake of Edfnburgh’s Own Volunteer 
Rifles and is at Campbell and, writes his brother Simon of the attack on 
Campbell, ‘‘displayed great courage considering this is the first scrap he 
has been in.’’ The letters of these young men are full of cheery optimism. 

The father and the youngest Israel took part in the Campbell Minyan 
on the High Festivals. Besides this, they and the men in Khaki in the group 
below are Zionists. It is a copy of a picture taken in Ladysmith, *‘ and 


represents the only four Jews in the regiment.’” The writer is Simon Israel 
who is here on the left, the soldier in the middle is A. Freeman, of London, 
the other two are not mentioned by name, but the writer states that they 
are all Zionists and spent many a night in discussing Jewish matters.

Highbury post mark) weekly for some three months, and he will be pleased 
if the sender will continue her appreciated attention. 


The remains of the late Private Walter Solomon, of the Colonial Defence 
Force, who was killed in the Zaurberg fight, were interred on the 17th 
October in the Jewish Cemetery at Port Elizabeth at the request of his 
parents and by permission of the Commandant. Through the courtesy of 
Captain Halkett, the deceased was accorded a full military funeral. The 
coflin was covered with the Union Jack, atid a firing party and a band of the 
North Lancashire Regiment accompanied the cortege. Besides a number of 
Old Greys, about twenty members of the Grey Institute Cadet Corps were 
present, Private Solomon having been a pupil of the Institute. The 
service at the graveside was impressively read by the Rev. J. Phillips, 
who also delivered a touching address. A letter sent by Mr. A. D. Lord, 
Head Master of the Chief Public School at Alexandria (Cape Colony) to 
the Rev. J. Phillips, testifies to the esteem in which Private Solomon was 
held by his comrades. He was ason of Mr, Solomon, of Kinkelbosch and 
formerly of Port Elizabeth, and was only twenty years of age. 

The Boer who came to Oudtshoorn with a white flag to ask for a doctor 
for Commandant Scheepers, related that Trooper Sieff who was captured by 
the Boers on outpost duty near Leeuwblad was cool and plucky. Sieff (who 
isa member of the Oudtshoorn Hebrew Congregation) on being offered the 
alternative of eating swine’s flesh or receiving a leaden pellet, replied ; 
‘ bt _ but shoot.’’ He belongs to the mounted section of the local Town

JOHANNESBURG, 


An mportant fanction in Masonic circles was the installation of Mr. 
i. E. Berlandina, on October 2ith, as Worshipful Master of the Goldfields 
Lodge. Mr. Berlandina is a Jew who is universally respected. He is 
Chairman of the Johannesburg Stock Exchange, and a member of Lord 
Milner’s Committee for supervising the return of the refugees. Mr. 
Berlandina takes great interest in the welfare of Jewish youth, and is a 
member of the newly-formed Jewish Educational Association for the 
Witwatersrand. This Association, by the way, is now busy formulating its 
constitution and bye-laws, and it is thought that it will soon be in full 
order. 

A largely attended meeting of the Transvaal Zionist Association took 
place on October 27th, when Mr. L. Kessler, the President of the Associa- 
tion, delivered a lecture on the objects and aims of the Zionist movement. 
At the same meeting, Mr. Kessler was elected a delegate to represent the 
Transvaal at the next Zionist Congress in December. 

A largely attended gathering of leading citizens took place in the 
Freemasons’ Hall, Johannesburg, on Sunday, October 20th, for the purpose 
of holding a service in memory of President McKinley. The Rev. Dr. Hertz 


delivered the memorial address, which was highly appreciated. Among 
those who attended were the High Commissioner (Lord Milner) and 


his Staff, the Commandant of Johannesburg (Colonel Capper) and the Military 
Commissioner of Police (Colonel Davies, Grenadier Guards). 

Mr. W. Saphra and Mr. D. Lavine have been clected members of the 
Board of the Jewish School, Johannesburg. 


BULAWAYO. 

The Bulawayo Zionists have held their annual general meeting, and 
have sent £30 to the London Headquarters for the Colonies, and £10 each 
for the Jaffa School and the National Library at Jerusalem. A small Sub. 
Committee has been appointed to canvass for Shares in the Zionist Bank, 
and is meeting with good success. A considerable number of Hebrew and 
Jargon books have arrived from Russia for our Zionist Library, which we 
hope to open formally before very long. Having paid shekel money, our 
tent has been enabled to appoint a delegate at the ensuing Congress. 

In order to place the Hebrew instruction of the children on a sound 
hasis, we have starteda neweclass. The teachers are the Rev. M. 1. Cohen, 
8.A., and Mr. Hurwitz (teacher for many years at the Pesach Tikvah Colony 
in Palestine), who are employing Yellin’s conversational methods. The 
School has started with an attendance of thirty, and we are looking forward 
to really successful work.

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Peace and Patriotism. 


A SERMON PREACHED AT THE PRINCES ROAD SYNAGOGUE, LIVERPOOL, UN 
SABBATH, NOVEMBER 23RD, 1901, 


BY THE FRIEDEBERG, 
My covenant was with him, of life and peace, 


Malachi, from whose writings a recent Haftorah and my text are 
taken, prophesied in Judah at a time of depression, at a time too when a 
spirit of religious indifference was manifesting itself among the people. The 
same temper prevailed among the priests. Malachi sought to recall! them to 
woral and religious earnestness. He insisted on the importance of main- 
taining the purity of the worship of God. In words of stinging sarcasm he 
rebuked the priests for their faithlessness. But though he lays stress on 
ritual observances and views ritual laxity in a grave light, Maiachi is no 
rigid formalist; his book breathes the true prophetic spirit, ceremonial 
observances are of value in his eyes only as a means to spiritual service.* 
And in order, it would seem, that there should be no doubt on this point, 
his rebuke of priestly neglect is followed by a passage, commencing with 
my text conveying one of the noblest descriptions ever penned of the 
priest's true vocation, a passage which has formed the ideal for manv a 
priest in the past and by which many to-day strive to live and work, 
‘* The law of trath was in his mouth, and iniquity was not found on his lips ; 
he walked with me in peace and equity and did turn many from iniquity. 
For the priest’s lips should keep knowledge, and they should seek the law 
at his mouth, for he is the messenger of the Lord of Hosts.’’ 

‘*My covenant was with him of life and peace.’’ Commentators recall 
the character traditionally ascribed to Aaron the first of the order of Jewish 
priests, *‘ a lover of peace anda pursuer of peace.’’ They also connect the verse 
with the promise vouchsafed to Phinehas, Aaron's successor, ‘* Behold I will 
give him My covenant of peace,’’ words which outline the noble duty of the 
order that Phinehas represented, the duty of aiding the community to enjoy 
the blessings of the higher life and of peace—peace of body, of mind, of 
soul. : 

But, my brethren, peace is not only the priest's ideal—it is one of the 
ideals of all Israel, one of the distinctive teachings of our faith. Except the 
belief in the Unity of God, there was probably no sentiment that entered

more thoroughly into the Jewish life of old than the desire for peace. ‘ The 
Lord bless thee and preserve thee . . . and grant thee peace.’’ It was, 


you see the climax of their wishes, the highest and best of all blessings 
the Supreme had to bestow. In a recent correspondence in the Jewish 
Chronicle of some local interest, | observed a statement by one writer which 
scemed to mean that the love of peace is a possession of the modern as 
opposed to the Biblical Jew, but I am anxious to state here emphatically 
that this aspiration, like every other lofty ideal the Jew cherishes, is 
inherited from his Bible, and that although centuries of suffering and object 
lessons in the horrors of war have strengthened in his heart, as well as in 
the hearts of most right-minded people, the longing for the reign of peace, 
he wants for the fulfilment of that desire the realisation of no loftier dreams 
than the dreams of his own inspired prophets, for no loftier have been penned. 
‘rom his prophets he learned that the most significant sign of the advent of 
the Golden Age will be that ‘“‘ nations shall beat their swords into 
ploughshares, and their spears into pruning hooks, that nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.’’ And 
his strongest argument against the belief that a Messiah has appeared lies in 
the fact that the era of universal peace has not yet set in. Peace lies in the 
forefront of the Jew’'s hopes, in the forefront too of the aims for which, as 
Jew, he should strive; and not in bitterness but in sorrow he may well 
lament the fact that the -dominance for nineteen centuries of practical 
Christianity leaves the civilised world no other arbitrament than that of 
the sword, finds civilised nations more than ever armed to the teeth against 
one another, and sees Christian nations locked in a deadly embrace, 
expending treasure and substance and precious lives in a bitter and 
sanguinary war ! 

Bnt the Jew cherishes other ideals also, among them Patriotism, and 
the correspondence to which I have referred is not the first instance 
when the individual Jew's love of his country has appeared to be in some 
conflict with his religion’s Gospel of Peace. I do not intend to enquire 
whether there be any limits which a Jew must impose upon his patriotism. 
Those who presume to speak, those who have the right to speak in the 
name of Judaism can answer such enquiry in only one way. The Jew must 
be prepared to accept in the fullest and completest degree the duties and 
responsibilities of citizenship, to answer to every call his country makes, to 
prove himself equal to any sacrifice in the hour of national stress and emer- 
weney. There is no necessity, no room te discuss the question. It is outside 
the limits of debate. Weregard it as among the most gratifying tacts of our 
recent history that whenever any country has been compelled to uphold her 
cause by an appeal to arms, her Jewish sons have been numbered amongst her 
most valiant defenders. In the American War of Independence, although 
there were then only a few hundred families in the New World, a Jewish 
regiment was organised in Philadelphia. In the war of North v. South, over 
7,000 Jewish soldiers enlisted in the ranks of the North alone, and in the 
recent Spanish-American War the Jews furnished more than double their 
share of volunteers. They have been present on almost every battlefield of the 
century, at Leipsic and Waterloo, under Kossuth and Garibaldi, before 
Sebastopol, Plevna, and Sedan. 

But there are many good and gentle souls who nevertheless are troubled 
by the antagonism between the duty of patriotism when it means fighting, 
and their love of peace. If there are any here to-day perhaps they will be 
helped by the following consideration. Would the cause of peace be assisted 
by any nation refusing to act on the principle of self-preservation? \ ould 
it be advanced if any peace-loving people rather than resort to arms pre- 
ferred to submit to the demands, greed, or jealousy of every hostile power ? 
Nay, would not the cause be retarded; for would not that peace-loving 
nation, with all its influence in the direction of peace, speedily come to an 
end, and would not the powers that make for oppression, for arrogance, for 
the victory of brute force receive the best of all possible encouragement ? 
My friends, the time to set one’s house in order is not when the house is on 
fire; put the conflagration out with as little delay and damage as possible, 
and then set about to prevent its recurrence. — ee 

And this simile suggests the reconciliation of these two doctrines 
apparently opposed to one another. When this war ls over—and God grant 
that happy day will soon dawn--we may anticipate energetic action in the 
direction of some international movement in favour of peace ; the very 
horrors and suffering this war bas produced will urge earnest-minded 
people to take some steps to lessen the possibility of war in the 
future. Then will be the time and then the opportunity for Jews as

Jews to work with might and main, to throw in the whole weight of their 
influence as a religious body towards the realisation of one of their own 
finest ideals, the end of war, the reign of peace, to secure for the inhabi- 
tants of every country “the covenant of life and peace’. And it eccurs to 
me that Jews will then have the greater right to speak and to be heard, just 
because now in the hour of stress and danger they did not shirk the supreme 
duty of citizenship, but ‘‘ jeopardised their lives unto the death on the high 
places of the field,’’ 

And just one word more—also suggested by the correspondence responu- 
sible for my train of thought this morning —and this time a word of welcome 
at the sign it has furnished of an interest in Jewish affairs in quarters 
where one seems not to have been accustomed to find it, and an expression 
of hope that it betokens the beginning of a more active and real concern for 
the Jewish cause. What might it not’mean for Judaism if all its sons and 
daughters whom God has blessed in different ways with material, mental 
or spiritual gifts would take their rightful place in our ranks and help us 
from within, would give us not only their money (for that is very often the 
easiest thing of all to give), but their time, their labour, their ability ; would 
help us not only in benevolent enterprise but in internal organisation and 
administration, to improve where improvement may be wanted, to st rengthen 
where we may be weak, to extend where extension may be needed? What 
might it not mean for us here if there were such a rally to-day in Liverpool ? 
And yet as | speak | remind myself that I must not end with a note of 
lament, that whatever and how many soever hold aloof from us we must not 
despair, for have we not that divine promise fulfilled again and again and 
ever to be fulfilled, the promise that a sturdy remnant shall always survive ? 
‘There shall still be a tenth in it, and though it go in turn through the 
burning, yet as the terebinth and the oak-tree that shed their leaves yet 


still retain their substance—so a holy seed is its substance.”’ 


The Victoria Club for Working Lads. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Some eight months have elapsed since the establishment of the Victoria 
Club for Working Lads. It owes its origin very largely to the Chief Rabbi 
and Miss Adler, who, recognising the want of boys’ clubs in the East End 
of London, considered the advisability of establishing a club in a district 
where such an organisation seemed to be most needed. Generous help was 
forthcoming from Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, M.P., 
Mr. Daniel Marks, and a few other friends; and a Committee was formed 
under the presidency of Mr, O. E. d’Avigdor Goldsmid. Club premises were 
found at 226, Commercial Road, E.-the Tee-To-Tum Club Rooms; the Club 
suite comprising .a reading-room, which is also used for games, a library, and 
a basement room for boxing, ete. Use of a hall is also allowed on two nights 
in the week. Larger and more commodious club premises are urgently 
needed as the membership is rapidly increasing. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that substantial financial aid will be forthcoming so that new club rooms 
may be built, and the work so auspiciously begun may not languish for 


want of funds. Since its establishment—it opened its doors about 
the beginning of last March—some 100 Jewish boys have availed 


themselves of the opportunities afforded them. The Club has at present over 
eighty members on its books. The moving spirit of the Club is Mr, Ernest 
Lesser, who is ably assisted by an enthusiastic little band of workers. One 
need only mention the names of Messrs. Barnstein, Benjamin, Hallenstein, 
Moseley and Solomon to show that the work is well done. 

The Club was en féte one evening last week, when Miss Lesser organised a 
charming concert. The Chief Rabbi came down and spoke to the boys, and 
Miss Adler distributed prizes in connection with the Sports and Athletics 
Section of the Club. Nearly two hundred boys must have been present, 


including a Smart detachment of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade—Old Castle 
Street boys—under Captain Warden Dennis. The Chief Rabbi was 
warmly received by the boys, and gave a wost entertaining little 
speech, which was followed with evident -keen pleasure by ‘all the 


lads present, who thoroughly appreciated the anecdotes with which he 
enlivened his remarks. It is worth pointing out that the admirable 
influence of the Club manifested itself in the splendid behaviour of the boys 
throughout the evening. Upon the conclusion of Dr. Adler's address, Miss 
Adler distributed the prizes, which were awarded for proficiency in cricket, 
swimming and draughts. 

The Clab is doing excellent work among our young coreligionists in 


the East End of London. There can be no doubt that its scope and useful- 
ness could be materially extended if more financial assistance were 
accorded it. As has been before said, larger and more commodious club 


premises are urgently needed.

Some Notes on Recent Visits.

On the contines of Wandsworth Common, about four miles to the south- 
west of Hyde Park Corner, lies the pretty building of the Jews’ Deaf and 
Dumb Home. This Institution was originally started with the assistance of 
the late Baroness Mayer de Rothschild, and was opened in the neighbourhood 
of Whitechapel in the year 1863 for the accommodation of three deaf and 
dumb children. As it grew in size it was successively removed to a small 
house in Burton Crescent, and to Walmer Road, Notting Hill. Eventually 
sufficient funds were obtained to provide for its increased requirements, 
and the present house, ‘* The Grange,’ was purchased and opened for the 
reception of about fifty children in June, 1899. 

I called one afternoon to visit the Institution, and was received by the 
cheery Matron, Mrs. Kutner. She bade me welcome, and’ I sat in 
her bright sitting-room until her husband, Mr. Kutner, the Director, was 
uble to see me, | 

Mr. Kutuer is a man of intelligence and wide interests, He has just 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of his connection with the Institution, 
though it has not been an uninterrupted course. About twenty years ago 
he left the Home and became senior teacher at the Old Trafford Deaf and 
Dumb Home in Manchester, where he remained twelve years, returning 
after that period to take up the position of Headmaster at Jews’ Deaf and 

- Damb Home. In conversing with him I noticed his remarkably clear enuncia- 
tion of speech which I take it must be the result of a long habit of careful 
utterance. 

In the conduct of the Institution, which, at present, houses forty-three 
children (nineteen girls and twenty-four boys), Mr. Kutner has the assistance 
of four teachers and one probationer. Of the two assistant masters one has 
always been in ‘‘ deaf work,’’ as he laconically expressed it to me. 

It appears that there is great difficulty in obtaining teachers for the 
leaf and dumb, and although it cannot be denied that the work necessitates 
a superlative amount of patience and mental strain,--not less on the part of 
the children than on that of the teachers, by the way,-—still this should not 
deter young men and women of our community from being trained to what 
the last Report of the Committee refers to as ‘*so lucrative, interesting 
and, above all, so humane a profession.” 

At whatever age a child enters the Institution (and f am told that 
children are eligible from the age of six) it takes trom three to four years 
to teach him te read from the lips and to articulate, and constant care is 
necessary during this period to prevent huh trom falling back into the habit 
of communicating by gesture. 

No *‘ finger-language’’ is known atthe Home. In my school days when 
boys used to prompt each other under the unsuspecting eye of the master, 
by means of finger-language, it was not generally known that any other 

language was taught to deaf mutes, and it was a revelation to me when | 


first visited the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home many years ago to see how | 


and was shown the dormitory wing, 


much could be done with the children in teaching them to translate their 
thoughts into words. 

Chatting on these subjects, | accompanied Mr. Katner round the building 
where all the boys sleep together in 
one room, and the girls in another. 

I thought it a pity that the electric light had not been installed in the 
Institution. It would have preserved its cleanliness and added to its 
comfort. Perhaps the £150, which I am told is required to provide it, will be 
found soon, as also about £500 for a swimming bath, which is much missed. 
In Notting Hill the Public Baths were quite near the Home, so that the boys 
could go and practise swimming. Here the baths are too far away, Mr. 
Kutner says; but surely the Committee should arrange that the boys and 
girls be sent to the baths occasionally, whatever the distance. They are 
sent to London for ** Town Rambles,’’ which are not nearly as useful, though 
pleasant enough. | 

I saw the Infirmary, which has three beds for girls and four for boys —a 
cottage block at the end of the garden —built by Mrs. James Stern, this year, 
in memory of her late husband, and the laundry, added also this year, where 
the linen of the Institution is washed, and where some of the girls assist. 
The grounds are of two acres in extent, and contain an open-air gymnasium, 
and there is a vegetable garden, tended by the gardener with the help of 
the elder children, which produced enough last summer to suppress almost 
entirely the greengrocer's bill. 

The boys and girls always learn, and oecasionally play, together under 
supervision; but they each have their own playground. 

The winter gymnasium and workshop are large and airy. In the 
former magic-lantern entertainments are given occasionally, and these, the 
annual sports, and the various excursions are provided for out of a fund of 
about £25 placed by private donors in the hands of Mr. Kutoer. 

In the workshop | saw some cabinet-work of better finish than any | have 
seen in any similar Institution. The boys have a special master to instruct 
them, and unlike normal boys are very patient and therefore produce better 
results. It is a fact that cach boy when he leaves to be apprenticed at the 
legal age of 16 is already a fair mechanic, and after very little while in a 
shop or factory is equal in capacity to any apprentice of two or three 
years’ standing. 

In the refectory, which was formerly the billiard room, hangs a replica 
of the portrait of the Rev. I. Samuel which was presented to him after 
his successful and arduous labours in collecting funds for the purchase of the 
present building. Mr. Samuel has been the deus ex machina of the Home 
since its very foundation, and he must be proud to contemplate the present 
high position that the charity occupies in bringing it to which he has 
taken so important a part. 

No doubt it is known that there are in existence day-schools for the 
instruction of the deaf and dumb under the wgis of the School Boards-- 
there are thirty to forty such centres—and it is a burning «question 
amongst teachers whether these or Institutions do the more useful work. 
From what | have gathered | should certainly think the latter, because 
more individual attention can be given where children are under continuous 
observation, as they are here, than otherwise, and because the grading ol 
the children can be better effected in Institutions than in day-schools. 
The Board School have adopted a half-way measure in some cases by 
boarding out children who attend day-classes, 
certain Heasiire of SUpervision esercised, 

The vondition tor their entry as inmates into the Home is simply 
that the children shall be deaf and dumb, shall be poor, and shal! 
be Jews. The Home holds a certificate for the admission of 51 
boarders and 22 day scholars—the latter of any religious persuasion ; 
but it seems little use has been made of this subsidiary provision. 
Outside the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home it is not believed that more 
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than a dozen Jewish children are to be found in sehools in any 
part of England, It has been conclusively proved, though perhaps 
the fact is not generally realised, that. very few children are actually born 
deaf. There are instances, of course, and in the school there are two, 
both members of a family of nine children all born deaf, of parents who 
were congenitally the same. But in nearly every case the complete deaf- 
ness bas arisen from illness or accident in infancy. The deaf and dumb 
intermarry, and where the deafness is not congenital nearly always have 
normal offspring. It often happens that a deaf and dumb man marries a 
normal woman, but rarely does the opposite oecur. 

very boy is, as I stated, apprenticed when he leaves the School, and Mr. 
S,:muel S. Oppenheim undertakes the hereulean task of finding the masters 
or the boys and supervising the lads during their term of apprenticeship. It 
's not dificult to find masters, apparently, but it were well if a higher class 

creavailable, The idea seems to be to select small shops, where it is supposed 
‘hat the lad will have a better chance of learning his trade, but it is for- 
-otten that in these days trades are so divided that in small shops only a 
minate part of the particular trade is practised, or mere slop-work. Better, 
therefore, would it probably be to puta Jad in a large factory, where he 
ould at least learn more. 

I was told that since the school was opened nearly 200 children have 
jeen educated there. It is curious to note that in all deaf and dumb schools 
the boys outnumber the girls, but the reason for this is not very clear. 

A blind and deaf girl was admitted into the Home this year, but though 
eiven a patient trial could not be retained, as there are no facilities at 
the disposal of the Institution for the special treatment which such a case 
demands. In reading this in the Report, one’s memory goes back to the 
ease of Laura Bridgeman, who was also born blind and deaf, but who was 
uecessfully taught through her acute sense of touch to communicate her 
thoughts by means of finger-language. This case is many times referred 
to by Darwin in his ** Expression of the Emotions,’’ and elsewhere, being 
juoted by him as evidence to prove that many of our emotions are expressed 
instinetively, and not as a result of imitation. 

| endeavoured to obtain some information as to the present position of 
past inmates. So far as Mr. Kutner knows all are earning « living. One, 


'Mareus Barnard, is a designer of wall-paper, and travels up and down the 


country selling his designs. _He left the Home some twenty years ago. 
\nother former pupil, Moses da Costa—a delicate boy-—started as a 
cigar-maker, and now employs several men in Glasgow. He brought 
sovereign with him the last time he came to the Home “for the poor 
deaf and dumb.’ So far as the girls are concerned, the same rooted 
objection to domestic service exists here as elsewhere. Of course it 
would only be practicable toemploy them in the Home, where provision could 
be wade for half-a-dozen girls, but no inducements will bring the parents to see 
the advantage of this, and as a consequence the Institution does not include 
iuny former inmates on its staff. There is one old pupil at Sir George 
audel-Phillips’ embroidery factory doing well; another is a mattress-maker 
ind another a button-holer, and so on. Mr. Kutner is in constant correspon- 
denee with old pupils, and last Purim twenty-five came to the Institution to 
join in the revels. They were smart-looking men and women he assured me. 

Manv visitors eome to see the Home, ineluding not a few would-be 
teachers, whose objeet is to watch the methods adopted. In the visitors’ 
hook, dating from 1868, I noticed the names of Dr. Symes Thompson, the 
late Dr. N. M. Adler, Sir Henry Thompson, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild 
and Professor F. Max Miller, each commending the work and ways of the 
Institution. 

I wish that I could dilate on Mr. Kutner’s methods of teaching the 
children or on the satisfactory Government Reports issued annually since 
the school was certified in 1804, but space does not permit of it, 

I will only mention one other detail of interest. There is a notice- 
hoard in the schoolroom, on which are posted short letters from any child 
who can think of anything to write to interest the others. The collected 
letters are called very aptly the ‘* School Newspaper,’’ and I will give two 
samples :— 

‘*‘ Rosen has not returned to school yet, as her brother, Philip, has got 
the fever. I think he has gone to the hospital, I am very sorry for him. 
The girls are very sorry that Rosen has not returned. They miss her very 
much,’’—Jenny Defries. 

‘* Last Saturday afternoon the girls saw a horse slip and fall down in 
the Northcote Road.’’—L. Merskey. 

The Committee say in their Report that ‘‘ they are confident that the 
Institution only requires to become better known to receive greater support.”

On Thursday, the 2ist inst., in the presence of a good muster of friends 
of the Charity, the eleventh successive season of the North London Grocery 
Relief Fund, under the direetion of Mrs. Herman Tuck, was commenced. 
Long before the hour for distribution of the parcels of grocery, crowds of 
men, women, and even children, eagerly pressed for admission to the Jewish 
Working Men's Club, Great Alie Street. Early at her self-imposed post 
Mrs. Tack, well assisted, was arranging the various lots, and piles upon 
piles of packets of coffee, tea, sugar, rice, barley, beans and soap soon were 
reared on long tables. 

The visitors were the Revs. W. Esterson, A. Feldman, Julius A. Gouldstein, 
A. E. Gordon, G. Isaacs and S. Munz, Miss Lena. Mocatta, Mrs. Neuhaus, Mrs. 
Pinto, Mrs. J. A. Gouldstein, Mrs. B. Goodman, Mrs. Sigmund Birn, Mrs. 
and Miss Woolstone, Mrs. Keiser, Mrs. L. Spiers, and many others. 

The Rey. JuLivus A. GoULDSTEIN opened the proceedings with a short 
address and prayer. It was great cause for congratulation and gratitude, 
he said, that this Fund was again to extend its benefits.

Gravel Lane Board School. 


The Lady Mayoress (Lady Dimsdale) performed her first public function 
yesterday week, when she distributed the prizes to the pupils in the 
girls’ department of the Gravel Lane Board School. The proceedings were 
held in the [arge hall of the Whitechapel Baths and Washhouses, and 
among those present were Dr. Gordon Brown, Chairman of the school, 
who presided, Alderman Sir Marevs and Lady Samuel, Lady Magnus, Alder- 
man and Mrs, John Harris, Dr. and Mrs. A. Wolff, Mr. and Mrs. F. S. 
Franklin, Messrs. Abraham Levy, Alexander Levy, and Laurie Magnus. 

The CHAIRMAN, in a brief speech, said that in 1885 the school opened 
with two scholars, and at the present day the number had risen to 864, 
quite 75 per cent. of whom were Jewish children. Equally gratifying were 
the distinctions gained from an educational point of view, which was a 
tribute to the great ability of their Headmistress, Miss Esther Myers. In 
addition to many other prizes, the scholars had gained twelve certificates 
for swimming, while medals were to be distributed to 2 children who had 
not missed a single attendance. As a matter of fact, the school obtained 
more prizes in this direction than any other under the London School Board. 
This was because the Headmistress and the teachers made the children so 
happy that they would do anything rather than stay away from school. 
Their school might be representative of a Tower of Babel in miniature, 
not because there was any confusion, but because so many nationalities 
were represented. Many of the children had not long been subjects of the 
King ; a large proportion had come from Poland under sad conditions, but 
they soon conformed to what was required of them. Indeed, some of the 
brightest pupils were the refugees whom the Managers were so glad to 
welcome at those schools.—(Cheers.) 

The Lady Mayoress then distributed the prizes, after which the pupils 
gave one of those delightful entertainments for which the school is distin- 
guished. Songs, recitations, and various kinds of drill were the component 
parts of the programme, and it would he diflicult to find any flaw in their 
execution. Infants, as well as the older pupils, went through their exercises 
with considerable verve, and testified to the great pains which must have 
been taken by the teachers to attain results little short of perfection. 


Orn the motion Sir MARCUS SAMURL, who expressed admiration of the 
successful entertainment, seconded by Mr. W. H. Kry, M.L.S.B., a vote of 
thanks was passed to the Lady Mayoress. Mr. Key, in the course of his 
remarks, referred to the recent reports received by the School Board from 
its Inspectors, stating that the work of the Schools had gone down. There 
were, however, some notable exceptions, and that School was one of them, 
for its work had decidedly improved.—(Cheers. ) 

The LADY MAyoress, in replying, congratulated Miss Myers, Miss 
Withrington, and Miss Clarke on the excellent results of their labours. Her 
Ladyship offered a special prize which the Headmistress awarded to 
Dinah Hyams.

North London Jewish Literary and Social Union.—The last meeting 
of this Society, held on the 21st inst. (Mr. ©. Selinger in the Chair), was 
(levoted to a discussion of the Presidential Address, reference to which was 
made in these columns at the time the address was delivered. Mr. B. M. 
Benjamin (the President of the Union), recapitulating a few of his points 
briefly, reminded his andience of the remarkable indifference which existed 
towards our administrative communal organisation, as evidenced by 
the lack of interest displayed at election times. There was a lack of 
competition for the honour of representation not only on . Synagogal 
but on other representative communal institutions, The real 
place of leading representative organisation belonged to the Council of the 
United Syna ogue, It was an important institution possessing vast resources 
but permitting itself to be hampered by a restricted constitution. It had 
made no serious attempt to solve the growing problems in the East End, 
though Committees had sat and reports had been elaborated. The religious 
education of the community, again, which was extremely unsatisfactory, might 
have been more thorough and uniform if the Couneil had taken it in hand. 
The lack of enthusiasm for the Council was clearly shown at the synagogal 
elections when at the biennialelections quorums could not be got together 
even at the Great Synagogue. Moreover, that the Council lacked even the 
power to carry out its own reforms was demonstrated by the delay in the 
removal of the Beth Hamedrash to more congenial quarters. He did not see 
why it should not be the policy of the United Synagogue to establish 
these Houses of Learning in connection with all synagogues where the want 
was felt, instead of leaving it to independent bodies to erect them. At the 
conclusion of Mr, Benjamin's address an animated discussion took place.

COLOMBIA,

EGYPT. 

A Jew named Haim Cahana was recently arrested at Port Said on the 
charge of having killed a little Italian girl for ritual purposes. Although he 
indignantly denied the charge, the magistrate before whom he was brought 
sent him to prison, He was more fortunate with a higher tribunal, which 
after hearing evidence refused by the magistrate, ordered his immediate 
liberation. 

FRANCE, 

The President of the Republic has signed a decree authorising the 
Minister of Fine Arts to accept the bequest of the late Baron Adolph de 
rothschild for the Louvre. The value of the legacy is set forth in the decree 
it three million, three hundred and ninety-two thousand, two hundred and fifty 
franes. The bequest consists of gold and silver classical models already 
mentioned in the Jewish Chronicle. 

Special interest attaches to the appointment, after a competition which 
has recently terminated, of M. Emmanuel! Levy as Agrégé of the Faculty of 
Law (section of Private Law and Criminal Law) in Paris. Some vears ago, 
when M. Lévy was charged with a course at the Faculty of Law at Algiers, 
serious distarbances broke out at the University; the anti-Jewish students 
being unwilling to receive from a Jew instruction in Roman. Law. In conse- 
quence of these disorders, the brothers Max and Louis Régis, who were 
gravely compromised in them, were expelled from the Faculty. This incident 
was the starting point of the political fortunes of Max Régis. After a show 
of resistance, the then Minister of Education, Vi. Rambaud. vielded to the 
clamour, and transferred M. Lévy to another Faculty. His recent. brilliant 
success is a striking revenge for all the vexations he suffered in Algeria. 

The death at Marseilles is announced of M. de Vries, Consul-Cieneral 
for Belgium in that city. He was a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. 

GERMANY, 

The Royal Society of Sciences in Berlin has appointed as Corresponding 
Members Professor Hermann Minrowski, of Strassburg, and 
Michel Lévy, of Paris. 

The King of Spain has conferred on Herr Siegmund Leutenburg the Cross 
of Commander of the Order of Isabella. 

The Reprisentanten of the Berlin Jewish Community have accepted the 
administration of the Jacob Plaut Family Trust. The value of the Trust is 
00,000 marks, and it is to continue for fifty years. The income is to be 
distributed annually among needy members of the Plaut family. At the 
expiration of fifty years the capital and any portions of the interest that may 
not have been used will be handed over to the Plaut Hospital at Cimiez, near 
Nice. The details of the other princely bequests of the late Herr Plaut were 
published in the Jewish Chronicle of November 15th. 

Herr Eduard Bernstein has been selected by the Socialist Electoral 
Committee in Breslau as their candidate for the approaching election to 
the Reichstag to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Dr. Schénlank. As 
Dr. Schénlank was a Socialist, and was returned by a large majority, Bern- 
stein’s election may be regarded as certain. Herr Bernstein, if elected, will 
be a useful addition to the party. His selection by the Breslau Committee 
may be regarded as evidence that he has placed himself in line with the 
majority of the party leaders. The Jewish Chronicle published an interview 
with Herr Bernstein while he was a resident of London, before the decree of 
banishment from Germany was revoked. 


INDIA, 


We learn from the Bombay Government Gazette, dated October 17th, that 
Mr. Joseph Ezekiel, Fellow of the Bombay University, has been appointed, as 
usual, to examine in Hebrew at the previous Intermediate: Arts and M. A, 
Examinations of the University of that city, in concert with the Rey. J. H. 
Lord: and Mr. Ezekiel Moses Ezekiel, B.A., to examine in Hebrew at the 
Matriculation Examination.

ITALY. 

Commendatore Alessandro Romanelli died lately at Florence. He 
belonged to the family of the celebrated Jewish poet and grammarian, 
Samuel Romanelli. The deceased held important posts in the Government, 
having been Director-General at the Department of Agriculture, Industry 
and Commerce, and from 1879 to 1887 head of a section at the Ministry of 
Finance. Signor Romanelli was a member of the Council of State, and his 
well-balanced opinions were of great weight in the decisions of that body. 

The public memorial at Asti to the late Senator Isacco Artom was inaugu- 
rated on the 14th inst. The inscription was composed by Count Nigra, the 
Italian Ambassador in Paris. The ceremony, which partook of a national 
character, was attended by the Presidents of the Senate and the Chamber of 
Deputies, Viscount Venosti, and numerous Senators and Deputies, and by 
Jewish notabilities, including Count Leonetto Ottolenghi, of Asti, and Count 
Ottolenghi, of Vallepiana. 

Signor Ernesto Yesi and Signor Moise Maurizio Camerino, of Venice, 
have been appointed by the Tsar Knights of the Order of St. Stanislaus. 

NEW ZEALAND. 


At the last annual meeting of the Dunedin Hebrew Congregation, Mr. 
Julius Hyman was re-elected President, and Mr. David E. Theomin, Treasurer, 
for the sixth time in succession, an honour which both gentlemen have 
deserved by their zealous services. Messrs. Newman and Harry Moss were 
elected members of the Committee, and Mr. M. Heinemann was re-elected 
Hon. Secretary. Mr. Falck drew the meeting's attention to the unsatisfac- 
tory state of the Hebrew and Religion Classes. He pointed out that when 
they were under the direction of Dr. Heinemann, of London, a very different 
state of affairs prevailed. Mr. Theomin, after’endorsing Mr. Falck's views, 
informed the meeting that a report had reached him that there was a possi- 
bility of Dr. Heinemann returning to Dunedin, Should the report be verified, 
he would be glad to contribute 25 per cent. of any salary offered to Dr, 
Heinemann if the Religion Classes were again placed under his direction.

Russian News. 


A novel case of Anti-Semitism has occured at Akmolinsk. A Jewess has 
been recently officially appointed to the post of Town Midwife. At the 
sitting of the Town Council some councillors raised the question as to the 
desirability of that post being filled by a Jewess. The Mayor replied that 
she had been appointed by the proper authorities and that it would be rather 
awkward to ask them to have her dismissed without any reason whatever. 
The councillors then set about finding reasons, At last one member dis 
covered a reason. There are, said he, occasions when a child dies directly 
it is born; the midwife then, in aceordanee with Christian rites, has to 
immerse the dead child in water, a rite which cannot be performed by a 
Jewess. This was met by a remark that such occasions are very rare, and 
even when they do occur, there is never a case where, beside the mother and 
the midwife, no one else is present in the room to perform the rite. This 


remark was of no avail, and the councillors insisted that the Mayor should 
report the case to the Governor. 


With the beginning of next spring, the work of establishing a few new 
institutes for professional teaching in the Pale will be proceeded with. A 
building for the accommodation of a handicrafts school for boys will be 
erected at Mogilioff-on-the-Dnieper, for which purpose, apart from the pro- 
mised subsidies, there are means cflered by the family of the late Mr. 
Cohen. There is also a suggestion of erecting a handicrafts school for boys 
at Bialostok, for which purpose Mr. W. Wissotsky, the well-known tea- 
merchant and benefactor, has subscribed the princely sum of 60,000 roubles. 
Preparations for opening a teaching working shop hy the Society in Aid of 
of the Poor have already begun at Homel, and the building of new pre 
mises for handicrafts schools at Minsk and Grodno is approaching 
completion, 


It is rumoured that the Society of Hygienic Cheap Dwellings has now 
under consideration the question of erecting cheap dwelling at Witebsk.— 
The Wilna Cheap Dwellings have now 160 tenements occupied. The 
administration of these Dwellings has recently been considerably altered. 
The society intends shortly to acquire a house with a small plot of ground 
in Northern Bessarabia for agricultural purposes. , 


The Ministry of the Interior, in its special department for religious 
cases of foreign confessions, has received a list of over forty families from 
the Grodno and Minsk Governments who are about to emigrate to the 
Argentine Republic. The emigration certificates for these families will be 
issued through the medium of the Committee of the Jewish Colonisation 
Association. ‘All these emigrants will proceed to the Argentine at their own 
expense ; the assistance of the Colonisation Association will consist of 
allotting them land and a loan in money to enable them to acquire every- 
thing necessary for settling down. This new group of emigrants, like the 
one of last year, has been formed by the co-operation of Mr. N. Kotsovich, 
a colonist from Moisesville Colony. When all the formalities have. been 
completed, the emigrants, who are mostly residents in the townlets of the 
Grodno Government, will meet at Libau, whence they will proceed te Buenos 
Ayres. The journey between these two ports, third class, will cost 7() 
roubles for each passenger, children from 8—12 years old pay half fares, 
while younger ones are not charged for. Each ticket entitles its owner to 
earry 325 English pounds weight of luggage. The firm which has undertaken 
the transport of these emigrants has also undertaken, at a fixed date, to 
meet the emigrants at the railway station, to take them and their luggage 
to town, where, pending the sailing of the steamer, they will be sheltered 
and fed free of charge. ‘They will be also supplied with kosher food, separate 
beds and other comforts on board ship. 


A systematic collection of decisions given from time to time by the 
Governing Senate in cases bearing on the right of Jewish residence in Russia, 
has just been published. This collection has been arranged, with the per- 
wission of the Minister of Justice, by the ex-Chief Secretary of the First 
Department of the Governing Senate, and presents the first serious attempt 
to bring into a system the whole mass of resolutions aflecting the question 
which were mostly issued temporarily, sometimes without agreeing with 
other laws in force. The collection forms a large volume of 616 pages, 
and should present an important guide for all who are interested in questions 
of. Jewish law. 


General Vannovsky, the Minister of Education, received a deputation of 
twenty Moscow students on the 17th inst., in that city, but refused to discuss 
the request that Jewish students should be admitted to the Universities on a 
more liberal scale. This question, he said, was outside his province, as it 
bore a political rather than an academical character.

The salt deposits of the Dead Sea could be 
developed into an industry. The waters hold chlormagnesiam, brom- 
magnesium, and calisalt. The most important of all the deposits is phosphate, 
and the immense fields lying to the east and west of the Jordan need 
only better means of tratlic and communication in order to ensure their 
development,”’

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‘‘Evolution and the Book of Genesis.’’ 


By Macpoxitp Brown, M.D., F.R.C.S., 


A lecture entitled ‘‘Genesis and Evolution,’’ delivered on Sunday 
evening at the Great Central Hotel, attracted a considerable audience of 
Maccabeeans and their friends. Professor MELDOLA, F.R.S., occupied the 
Chair. 

The LecrURER said that the oldest attempt to account for the creation of 
the world was contained in the second and third chapters of Genesis, while 
the semi-scientific first chapter of Genesis is acknowledged by Bible critic. 
to have been written centuries later. It embodies an account of creation 
which the Jews brought back with them from Babylon after the Exile. In 
many respects it shows a wonderful premonition of the true order of evolution 

the lower forms of life preceding the higher forms in true scientific 
ascendancy; the main error being in the glaring misunderstanding 
of the position of the sun in regard to life, and the relations which it bor 
to the earth and the moon. But this Babylonish account of the creatioy 
showed that the thought of the time was working itself on to the right line~ 
of scientific enquiry, and we may honour equally the Chaldean scientists 
who thought it out and the Jewish compilers of the Bible who set upon i: 
the seal of sanctity. The almost innumerable attempts that have been made 
to reconcile the literary Genesis of the Bible with the Genesis as expounde:| 
by science were finally closed by Huxley, who, in 1885, in his reply to Mr. 
(iladstone, made it evident that no reconstruction of the problem «| 
creation along exact Biblical lines was ever likely to coincide with the 
discoveries and data fixed by science. Science maintains that, in 
the early causation of things, time is practically illimitable; that 
long ages ago—ages probably extending to many _ millions oi 
years—matter was a _ diffuse vaporous mess, unequally distribute: 
throughout space ; a condition of gigantic chaos. The force acting on the 
unstableness of this mass was of two kinds—molar and molecular. The 
masses into which the primitive nebula was broken up became sidereal or 
solar systems, each of which threw off masses which became moons. The 
molecular mass destined to become our earth not only began to circle 
around our sun, but its components began, by forces of gravitation, to 
cohere. The friction generated in this process gave rise to prodigious heat, 
and our planet at birth was a huge, white-hot molten ball. When the main 
source of heat-production—friction came to an end, our’ white-hot 
planet began to cool upon its surface, the chemical transformation 
of which, later, furnished it with an atmosphere. Sunshine and rain 
gradually made their alternating influences felt upon its cooling 
crust, solid fire-rocks became slowly but surely slit np and disintegrated, 
and over gigantic areas a soil surface was thus produced. Lastly forms of 
vegetation appeared on this soil, due to chemical and other transformations. 
Earthquakes of inconceivable violence and intensity modified the externa! 
surface of our world. These burst up the soil-layer everywhere, heaped up 
mountains, gave the sea its bed, and broke up its plain into hemispheres and 
continents, With the subsequent formation of the stratified rocks the histor, 
of life in the world was gradually written in imperishable characters. The 
influence of the sun upon the earth’s crust is computed by geologists to have 
existed for at least ten millions of years, and life has existed upon its 
surface during that period. When fossils in rocks first began toattract atten. 
tion their presence was for centuries attributed to the effects of the Deluge. 
Not until well on in the 17th Centurywas st ratification discovered, In the older 
of the four great ages of prehistoric life—ithe Palrwozoie—the animals 
belonged to the invertebrate and two lowest vertebrate types, viz., fishes 
and amphibians. In the Mesozoic epoch reptiles and birds are found. 
Mammals had also begun to appear, but of a low type and small size. In 
the next period all the great reptilian forms had become extinet, 
while the mammals had greatly developed. Carnivors, rodents, bats, and 
in the latest strata apes, but no trace of man. In the Quarternary epoch 
the animals belong to mainly existing types. Man certainly lived in this 
period, and in the glacial period are met his first undoubted traces. 
Hence, the simplest compounds of elements were formed first, the com- 
binations becoming more and more complex until they reached that subtle 
form which is the physical basis of life, and which, starting in water as « 
structureless jelly, has reached its fullest development in man. 

The rest of the lecture was devoted to an elucidation of the light 
thrown upon evolution by embryology and the study of ‘* human vestiges.’ 
The lecturer selected three ‘‘ vestiges’’ for exposition—the Centra! 
Neural Canal, the Pituitary Body, and the Pineal Gland. 

This part of the lecture was followed with the closest attention, the 
clever drawings and remarkable interest of the illustrations eliciting fr: 
quent outbursts of loud applause, 


Professor MELDOLA, F.R.S., ‘said that he had listened with the utmost 
interest, and was pleased to say that, as a scientist, he had followed the 
remarkable lecture of Dr. Macdonald Brown with keen interest and thorouc!: 
approbation. 

A discussion followed, in which there took part the Revs. Dr. Liwy, 
Isidore Harris, A. A. Green and F. L, Cohen; Mr. Pinches (the Assyriol« 
gist), Dr. Snowman and the Chairman. The trend of the discussion pointed 
to there being no essential antagonism between the doctrine of Evolution 
and the main teaching of Genesis, and that the attitude of Jewish theolo- 
gians was not opposed to the discoveries of modern science.

<\-nor Isacco Artom, a relative of the predecessor to the present Haham, 
was for a time Italian Minister to Denmark, and at a later date Signor 

Segré oceupied a similar position at Lima, the capital of Peru. Still earlier 

i) the same century Count Henri d’Avigdor (a son of Isaac Samuel! Avigdor, 

of the leading delegates to the Assembly of Jewish Notables convened 
by Napoleon), who married a daughter of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, of 

Loudon, was sent by the Piedmontese Government on an embassy to France 
connection with a proposed commercial treaty. 

The Court of St. James has hitherto never been represented abroad by 
. Jew either by race or profession—the nearest approach to such a one 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, until lately her Britannic Majesty's 
\:.bassador at Madrid. More than once, however, a foreign government has 
credited Jewish representatives to this capital. 

In 1780, Jacob Ibn Abraham Berider arrived in England as the Ambassador 
of the Emperor of Morocco. According to his letter of introduction this 
diplomatist enjoyed the esteem and favour of his imperial master, who 
stated his belief that ** from his knowledge of public affairs and his attention 
t) our mutual affairs,”’ he would, ‘*‘ conduct to a suecessful issue the 
negociations | have empowered him to carry on with your Majesty's Govern- 

ent.” In 1704, the Moroccan Government was, for a second time. 
represented by a Jew in the person of J. H. Sumbal, and in the reign of 

Gieorge I1L.’s immediate successor, Masahod Cohen Maenin came to London 

oa similar capacity. 


These three Moorish Jews are not the only Jewish ambassadors who can 
claim connection with this country. Haham Jacob Sasportas, the tirst eccle- 
siastical head of the Sephardic Community in London, during the course of his 
adventurous career prior to his settlement in this country, filled for a time 
the position of ambassador. In his early manhood he held the appoinment 
of Rabbi at Fez in Morocco, with the Governor of which -capital he came 
into collision on account of ais refusal or inability to assist in replenishing 
the latter’s coffers. Sasportas was thrown into prison, but managed to 
escape to Amsterdam, whence he was recalled by Prince Benbuker, who 
sent him on a mission to Spain to enlist the armed sympathy of the govern. 
ment of that country in the suppression of a rebellion in Morocco. 

In the pre-expalsion days the States of the Iberian Peninsula were 
served on several occasions by ambassadors of Jewish race. In the eleventh 
century Amram ben Isaac ibn Shalbib acted in that capacity for Alfonso VI. 
of Leon and Castille. In 1805, he was sent on a mission to Alma'tamid, 
the last Abbasid Caliph resident in Seville. His efforts can hardly be said 
to have met with complete success. Disagreements broke out between the 
Caliph and the ambassador, and as a consequence the latter came to a violent 
end. His death did not pass without attempts to avenge it, and these led in 
turn to the Almoravid conquest of Spain. 

Some four hundred years later, Alfonso V. of Portugal, desiring to send 
: mission of congratalation to Pope Sixtus IV. on his election, and at the 
same time to inform him of his victory over the Moors at Arzilla in Africa, 
chose a Jew, Lopez d’Almeida, as its head. Don Isaac Abravanel was then 
in power and took advantage of the opportunity to attempt to obtain 
amelioration in the condition of the Jews in the Papal 
Dominions. The results of the efforts in this direction are not known 
ln the middle of the seventeenth century, the Portuguese Government deter- 
mined to appoint a minister at Hamburg and chose as its representative 
Duarte Nunes d’Acosta, a Portuguese Marrano resident in the free city, 
A high title, that of ‘‘ Noble of the House,’’ was conferred upon the newly- 
appointed ambassador, in whose family the office remained until its 
ibolition in 1795. In Hamburg, also, two Jews, Daniel Abensur and Jacob 
Abensur, probably father and son, acted as representatives of the Kingdom 
of Poland. The former, who died in 1711, was a Portuguese Jew, who had 
.dvaneed large sums to the ruler of the Eastern Kingdom. The latter held the 
position of Polish Minister from 1695 onwards. 

The Mediterranean States however did not have the monopoly of Jewish 
representation abroad. Charlemagne, when desirous of entering into communi. 
vation with the Caliph, Haroun al Raschid, appointed one Rabbi Isaac, at the 
head of the mission to Bagdad. The company was very well received, and 
rcturned to the West laden with wonderful presents. A gift of Judwa is also 
.id to have been one of the results of the journey, but as to the authenticity 
of this, little evidence exists. On a second occasion his Imperial Master sent 
‘he Rabbi on a similar mission.

Another Jewish representative of one of the Great Powers cannot be 


»assed over without mention. For two terms the Hon. Oscar Straus, one of 
the leading and most respected Jewish citizens of the United States has 
been accredited by his Government to the Porte where he proved a persona 
vrata to the Tarkish authorities.

Present Day Palestine. 


AN INTERVIEW. 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Someone took me by the hand and introduced me to ‘* Mr. Belkind of 
Palestine, who has been there twenty years and is a walking encyclopwdia 
on the subject.’ Mr. Belkind who was equal to a conversation in Jargon, 
German, French, perfect Hebrew, Arabic, handed me an ivory visiting 
card neatly printed in Hebrew: Israel Belkind, Aretz Israel. It was not 
the first of the kind I had seen, but the neatest, and, on a suggestion, [ was 
Shown an appeal printed in Jerusalem, which could vie with the best 
continental type-setting of Hebrew. Mr. Belkind is not of the 
impressive type of men, he has to be drawn, but presently, when we got 
more at ease, | discovered he knew all Palestine from Dan to Beersheba, 
from the Mediterranean coast to the back of the mountains of 
Moab, had spent twenty years in acquiring his knowledge, knew his map in 
mileage, had followed all the archzeological discoveries, had seen everybody 
and everything that had been going on in Palestine, was a shrewd observer, 
and once started free with his opinions. Mr. Belkind is an enthusiast for 
Hebrew, and he has come to Europe to organise a movement to support a 
Hebrew school which is to be founded in Palestine on new lines, and in 
which Hebrew will be the medium of tuition. 

He rapidly sketched for me an interesting series of Palestine pictures, 
and these not mere outlines, ‘* The coloniesare not as prosperous as they 
might be, and the independent ones do best. The policy of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association reminds me of a man who, in order to rid a large 
house of a few parasites, burns the whole structure down. The Jewish 
Colonisation Association is paying more than it promised for the wine this 
harvest, but it has managed to shake the colonists. The Rothschild adminis- 
tration was bad; the new one will have to be tested, but the colonisation 
movement stands in need of two things—-it must be put on a commercial basis 
and more land must be provided for colonisation. Take the case of Ekron ; 
the actual land was at the start short of the paper measure; provision was made 
for seventeen families, now fifty have to earn a living out of the same allot- 
ments. Some land has been purchased, but it is at a distance from the settle- 
ment, so that it is only half as valuable as if it Were near the old farms. As 
to enterprise, the colonists were told that there was no sale for the wine in 
Kgypt; a private individual took up the agency as a matter of business, and 
already there is a good local sale. I was in Switzerland recently, and 
found that, owing to the dilatory methods of the old administration, the 
Germans have got ahead there in the sale of wine. The tobacco is doing 
well, and the crop goes to the Regie, so your Turkish cigarette may have 
come from Metullah. Until frait-preserving factories are started fruit 
growing will not pay. We have a new fruit each month in Palestine, 
apricots, peaches and melons are very plentiful ; the colonists consume a 
ereat deal, so it does not pay to cultivate fruit trees. Apart from assistance 
to obtain more land the colonists should be left alone. It is a great mistake 
to force the people to engage in large plantations. Planting a few graftings 
or cuttings a year means no outlay and very little extra work, but when 
you put a colonist down to plant vines by the thousands much money 
must be expended, 

‘The men work their own allotments except in the harvest, when 
assistance is employed. The children, too, go out in the fields to work ; the 
women mostly tend their kitchen gardens, which are very successful and 
provide the colonists with plenty of fresh vegetables. | think every woman 
has a sewing machine, but there are no home industries. We import 
clothes, but we are beginning to use the locally-grown flax. The colonists 
eat white bread ; it is greyish owing to the bad mills. The very froom in 
Jerusalem use Russian flower to get a pure white Chola on Sabbath. 

‘The colonists live fairly well. However little, they eat beef every 
day. They have white bread, plenty of fruit, and vegetables from their own 
kitchen gardens. They are all strong and healthy, although there is more 
of the townsman than the peasant about them, and although they have 
picked up some Arabic they have not assimilated local dishes or habits. 
The whole trend is Western; | have studied them carefully from the 
first settlement, and I have witnessed no sign of re-Orientalisation. There 
is a sound Jewish spirit among them, a good patriotism, they trade with each 
other and they are religiously very tolerant. In fact, l have seen women 
abandon the Shitel which they put on, because they thought it the proper 
thing in Palestine. 

‘*Amongst themselves the adults speak Jargon, but the children speak 
Hebrew, and play in that language. Every colony has its school, though 
the smallest have to be satisfied with Melamdim. Hebrew is now right to 
the fore in Palestine, and French is becoming one of the foreign languages. 
Most of the colonies have libraries, and they follow keenly all that is going 
in Kurope, though sometimes they are misled. There was, for instance, 
great exaggeration as to the Maccabwan pilgrimage. Jaffa turned out to 
meet the party and found them a group of tourists; but land went up then 
under the impression that the Maccabzeans were about to purchase the 
country.’’ 

And Jerusalem ? 

‘* Well Jerusalem is changing. The people are poorer because there are 
more to share the Chaluka, but the whole of the younger generation wants 
During the harvests the Jerusalemites go to the colonies and work 
on the fields. The Sephardim and Askenazim are inter-marrying freely, and a 
general good feeling prevails among the Jews. No, there is no growth of 
mysticism or Cabbalism in Palestine. It does not seem to agree with the free 
air. We get on excellently well with the Turks and the Arabs. Work, and 
the creation of new industries, is the problem that wants to be taken in 
hand. The Jews of Safed are the muleteers of Palestine, and there is no 
harder work than that of driving baggage mules, or porterage. 

‘There is ophthalmia amongst the children, but fevers are decreasing ; 
and if work were found the situation would soon change. The people love 
the soil. They feel the history of Israel. There is no mistake about their 
sentiment; though they don’t participate, they follow the archeological 
discoveries with interest, and the colonists are constantly making small finds 
in the course of field operations. But we want more schools, and these of a 
thorough Hebrew character. I am trying to found one which shall have a 
wholly Jewish tendency, and the medium of instruction will be Hebrew. 
This will bring the town children up to the level of the children of the 
colonists.” 

So you are going back ? | 

‘‘Going back! The Jew who has once lived in Zion will go back no 
matter however many attractions shall send him travelling across the 
world,

JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


The second of the Popular Series of Lectures arranged by this Society 
was given on Sunday last, November 24th, when Mr. C. G. Montefiore read 
a paper entitled *‘ Some Notes on the Fourth Book of Ezra."’ The Chair was 
occupied by the President, Dr. S. A. HIRSCH. 


Mr. MONTEFIORE said that the object of his lecture was to give a few 
hints and suggestions to such persons as were interested in or were likely 
to be interested in that portion of the Apocrypha known as the II, Esdras, 
or the 4th book of Ezra. However more intelligible might be the Revised 
Version of this book than the rendering of the Authorised Version, it was 
still a work that required introduction and notes. Of all such editions, the 
best was that provided by Gunkel. This German edition wholly superseded 
all previous attempts. The 4th book of Ezra formed part of the Apocalyptic 
literature, which extended from about 160 B.c.—140 A.c., a period of three 
hundred years. The beginning of this period corresponded with the 
Maccabrean revolt, and with the growth of the Doctrine of the Resurrection 
of the Dead. The first and most famous literary product of this Apocalyptic 
period was the Book of Daniel, the date of which can be fixed with a great deal 
of certainty. The end of the period fell after the horrors of the conflict with 
Rome—a conflict that did not end with the Fall of Jerusalem in 72, but 
which burst forth again in the wars against Trajan and Hadrian. Little of 
the genuine and older Apocalyptic literature survived in Hebrew or in 
Aramaic, except Daniel. It was ultimately cast out and disowned by the 
Synagogue, and though after Hadrian its influence on the development of 
Judaism waned, it did not follow that within its own period such influence 
was not greatly exercised. Three causes especially combined to expel these 
apocalyptic writings from the Synagogue. First, they contained productions 
falsified by the event. They contributed to the Trajanie and Hadrianic 
revolts, and it was recognised that any more similar attempts were impossible. 
Secondly, most of them spoke of the nature and person of the Messiah in 
terms which, after the rise of Christianity, seemed too exalted and dangerous. 
And, thirdly, these Apocalypses were rapidly adopted and adapted by the 
Church for its own ends. Thus the Synagogue came to disown its children. 
The IV. Ezra or IL. Esdras really consisted of twelve chapters which begin 
with the third chapter and end with the fourteenth. Both the first two 
chapters and the last two were probably of Christian origin. Originally 
written in Hebrew, the book had come down to us in Latin, Syriac, Arabic, 
and Armenian. These very renderings, however, owed their existence to a 
Greek version, itself now lost. The date could be fixed within narrow 
limits. Titus was dead. Domitian’s death was still in the future. Thus the 
book was written after 81 and before 96. Written in days of storm and 
stress, the Apocalyptic books were essentially revealing and prophetic. It 
was Israel's foes, not Israel, that were to receive divine retribution. Israel 
would soon enjoy triumph and enlargement. Unlike the older prophets, who 
spoke in their own names, the authors of these Apocalypses bid their identity 
under assumed names. After the exile, and during the agony of the Macca- 
bean revolt, the seer could no longer hope for credence in his own name, or 
even as an anonymous writer. He had to ascribe his visions to some hero 
of antiquity. He had to describe the years between the age in which 
he cast his book and his own time as still future, and thus part 
at any rate of his prophecies would correspond with reality and fulfilment. 
Besides prophecies or trances, stories were devised and pressed into this 
service of encouragement and comfort. Ezra was chosen as the supposed 
writer of a book, Baruch of another, while others assumed the persons of 
Moses, Enoch, Noah or Adam. We must net judge these literary frauds by 
the modern standard: they seem to have been justified and innocent. The 
twelve genuine chapters of our Book comprised seven divisions, consisting 
together of three Visions, properly so called, though the seven divisions 
themselves were usually termed Visions. The whole seven divisions were 
eschatological, i.c., they dealt with the Messianic age, the Resurrection and 
the Last Judgment. In the three rightly called Visions, the *‘ last things ’’ 


were described under figures which an angel interprets for Ezra’s 
instruction. Eschatological considerations occupied the other sections of 


the book, and it is these which hold the interest of the modern reader most 
strongly. This part extended from chap. iii. to chap. ix. (ix. 25). The 
Messiah, as conceived by our author, was pre-existent ; the Messianic 
period itself was but the prelude to the final act of the great drama. His 
reign was to last but 400 years, and after it the curtain would rise on the 
Final Judgment. Sobriety and restraint were marked features of our 
Apocalypse as compared with others. The author's imagination did not revel 
in gross and material descriptions of Heaven and Hell: Another marked 
feature was the evineing of a peculiar pity for the wicked. The Resurree- 
tion, as said above, was to be universal and corporeal. The issues of the 
Last Judgment were perpetual and definite. Sinners, Jew or Gentile, were 
to suffer eternal punishment or complete annihilation. This doctrine did 
not seem discordant with the justice and mercy of God, either to Christian 
or Jew. But to the sensitive mind of our author the contemplation of the 
new won that was to be ushered in by the Last Judgment brought little of 
comfort. For what was the good of future glory if you could not hope to 
share it? The coming events of the Last Judgment with its inexorable 
division of worthy and unworthy filled the heart of our author with the direst 
apprehension. The consciousness of sin was all too acute. And the 
Rabbis can justly lay claim to this dstinction in that they struck 
a happy mean between  self-righteousness and despair, and they 
made religion a sanctification of this life and a confident preparation 
for the next. As we have seen, the discussion of these agonising questions 
was carried on by means of a dialogue between the writer and an Angel. 
Kzra stated his doubts, the Angel made reply. ‘*Quare cor malignum ?”’ 
‘* Wherefore the evil heart?’’ summed up the first question or plaint 
Ezra uttered. The Angel, as in Job, plied Ezra with counter questions about 
the processes of nature. ‘* How canst thou, a mortal, who art not able to 
measure the weight of the fire, fathom eternity?’’ In the 7th and 8th 
chapters, however, the most interesting of these questions meet us. The new 
won was athand. But who would enjoy it? For the righteous were few 
and the sinners many. Thus would the last state be worse than the present, 
and the future world would prove to be the greatest evil. And the Angel 
had no power to soothe the writer’s terrible unrest. It was, however, 
to be remembered that our author evidently regarded such doubts as 
sinful, inasmuch as they indicated a want of faith in God and His 
justice. And the Angel, therefore, treated them with small consideration 
** Thou art not a judge,’’ he says, ‘*‘ over God: to the evil, evil; 
good."’ Ezra’'s mind is still in perturbation. ‘‘Is not God called mercifal 
and compassionate. . . . And should God destroy his handiwork ?’’ 
Should not intercession be allowed on the Last Day? And the answer 
came, ‘‘In the Day of Judgment none may pray for another or accuse him: 
each will bear alone his righteousness or his sin.’’ Ezra’s pity of the 
wicked was unbounded, and he prayed that God should not regard their 


to the good, 


-F. S. Spiers, B.Se., an enthusiastic vote of thanks was accorded to 


sins. But the Angel in God's name declared: ‘‘I will indeed not think 
about the doom the sinners have prepared for themselves. . . . But 1 
will rejoice over that which the righteous have won for themsel ves,'’— 
words which constitute a grim travesty of Ezra’s real meaning. Gunkel 
describes the dialogue between Ezra and the Angel as a debate bet ween 
the author’s higher and lower nature ; ‘* the latter complains and questions ; 
the former comforts and replies."" Gunkel seemed not to regard these 
questionings on the part of our author as signs of religious advance, as 
they were, but as evidence of weakness. The older type of Judaism, he 
asserts, looked upon God’s commands as capable of being fulfilled in every 
particular, and indeed as having been fulfilled: the later Judaism, in its 
contrition, despaired of such accomplishment. Rabbinic Judaism, as we have 
seen, tended to overcome this despair. Gunkel, too, accounts it for 
righteousness to our author that he regrets, in the words of the Angel, his 
own plea for mercy towards the wicked. He regards this as proof of the 
author's moral intensity. He will allow no quibble or compromise, But ar 
we to regard this idea of ultimate forgiveness as a sign of weakness in our 
religion? Is it really inconsistent with the notion of the justice of God ” 
We cannot say so. That the author of IV. Ezra dimly felt the annihilatio; 
or everlasting punishment of the sinner, whom God has made, to be incon 
sistent with the very conception of a righteous God, is no sign of weaknes: 
or exhaustion. It is this new-born pity, indeed, that constitutes his great 
ness; it is this which gives him, and establishes, his title to honour and t, 
fame. 

The CHAIRMAN, in rising to propose a vote of thanks to the Lecturer, 
remarked upon the suggestiveness of Mr. Montefiore’s paper. The man, 
side-issues it raised were full of interest and importance. The date of th. 
canonical books, the nature of the prophecy—all these were matters thia 
ought to be considered. The rejection of the IV. Ezra, and of similar books, 
might be accounted for by the exclusiveness so deep-seated in the Jewis), 
race—an exclusivenes that had preserved both the race and the Bibl 
through all the centuries. The contents themselves of the book, too, might 
be old, and a loose stringing together would account for the various incon 
sistencies. With regard to the questions, they were questions such as had 
troubled man since time was, and were always better than their answers,

ties the author of the IV. Ezra dealt with were solved, both in the Law and 


in Post Biblical literature, by a fundamental notion of our Creed, viz., ** Do 
good and be happy.’’ And the converse was also true. As to the question 
of retribution and the justice of God, and how these ideas applied to A., or 
B.. or C., to one nation or another—these are of the *‘ things that belong tc 
God.’’ Enough has been revealed to enable us ‘‘ to do according to the 
words of the Law.”’ 


Mr. MONTEFIORE having returned thanks for the vote unanimously passed.

Fatal Accident on the “ Tube."’—Mr. Oscar Dettelbach, a much 
respected member of the Stock Exchange, residing at 42, Park Lane, met 
with a shocking death on Monday morning at the Marble Arch Station of the 
Central London Railway. Atthe inquest which was held on Wednesday hy 
Dr. Danford Thomas, Mr. William Dettelbach identified the deceased as 
his brother, who was with him on Sunday, and was quite cheerful when he 
left him. He knew of nothing that would cause him to commit suicide. He 
was near-sighted, and also had a weakened knee, caused by the kick of a 
horse. Edward Humphries, the driver of the train, said he saw a gentleman 
standing on the platform near the end of the tunnel facing the train. 
Witness was going to whistle, but deceased at that moment stepped back, 
then came forward with a newspaper in his hand, which he seemed to throw 


down. Then he faced the engine and, placing both feet together, jamped 
down into the track. Inspector Joseph Wright, D Division, said a close 


inspection of Mr. Dettelbach’s papers disclosed no possible motive for 
suicide. Mr. G. Lewis (solicitor) suggested that with his weak 
the deceased, in all probability, stumbled and fell in trying 
recover his newspaper. The Coroner (to Humphries).—Did it not 
strike you first that he might have dropped the paper and then 
made a plunge for it?--No Sir. He added that the' paper flew away 
from the deceased. Mr. Maddock, the Company's electrical engineer, said 
this it would naturally do as a result of the inrush of air before the incoming 
train. The Coroner pointed out the apparent absence of any impelling motiv: 
to suicide, and the fact that the deceased's affairs were all found to be in 
perfect order.

Zionism : Jewish Needs and Jewish Ideals, by J. De Haas «

This brochure is an attempt to state the Zionist case 
ind historically. It is the work of one whose heart is obviously in the 
Herzlian movement, and is written, on the whole. with commendable 
restraint and temperateness. Here and there the hyperbole of the Zionist 
orator seems to have interfered with the otherwise dix 
is, for instance, when Mr. De Haas writes -—* During the greater part of 
‘he last fifteen years, a part of every Jewisb hewspaper has been each 
week given over to recording some sensational act against the Jews 
md these items brought together make the Jewish history of the 
period "’; or as in the glowing, not to say eestatic, reference of Mr. De Haas 
‘io the effect of the first Zionist Congress, as to which we are told: ‘* Its 
meeting quietly removed the government of Jewry from the hands of a few 
ilmost self-elected bodies and placed it into the hands of the masses of 
the people. It was a real ‘revolution made with rose water.’ The 
organic centre of the race was at one effort re-established. Jewry stood on 
‘irmer ground than it had done since the death of the last of the Princes of 
the Captivity ’’; and so forth. Nobody else has noted the cataclysmal shock 
which has re-established the organic centre of the race and “swept the

passionate argument, 


icaders of the community out of their seats of power. The. leaders, 
for the most part, seem still to be where they were; and one is 
permitted to doubt whether a movement which embraces only a 


traction of the race—and that the least powerful—ever can effect a sweeping 
revyolution—even a *‘ rosewater’’ one, There are many other points which 


might be considered open to grave question; but generally speaking 
the argument is moderately stated. Mr. De Haas does not attempt 


to meet the objections that have been raised to Zionism. He merely 
~ets forth the causes which make Zionism imperatively necessary. These 
ire, apparently, the hopelessly dark outlook for Continental Jews, the 
closing up of all havens for refugees, and the danger of assimilation 
involved in a continuance of present conditions. Even if all Mr. De Haas 
states under these headings were correct, that would not necessarily imply 
that Zionism is a safe and eflicacious panacea which must be adopted. 
Zionism, for all Mr. De Haas says in his pamphlet, may be a snare and a 
danger, and its adoption might, therefore, make the last state of Jewry 
worse than its first. Bat, taking Mr. De Haas’s analysis of the causes which 
inevitably render some heroic measure necessary, one cannot but find them 
unconvincing. He tells us that of eleven and a quarter million Jews in the 
world over four millions are politically emancipated; while even from the 
tyres of the politically emancipated, great deductions have to be made 
hecause there are many Jews who cannot use their political rights without 
hindrance, or exercise all their legal privileges freely as citizens of 
the states in which they live or are born. If the somewhat arbitrary 
limitation imposed in these latter words be accépted, there is no reason 
why a great many more Jews should not be excluded from the ranks of the 
free. But adopting Mr. De Haas’s figures, we find that four million Jews 
are politically emancipated, while nearly three million are emancipated 
morally as well as politically. Does not even that represent a very 
distinct advance on the Jewish position of say, sixty years ago? Does 
it not show that in spite of frequent retrogressions, the world. is, after all, 
moving forward, however erratically, to the great purpose of Jewish liberty 
and tolerance. Surely it is a case of the sea rolling onward in spite of 


inany receding waves. As Mr. De Haas very properly says, ‘the 
tolerance of the Jew is safeguarded by popular good-will and _ not 
by legal enactment,’’ and it is because legal enactment out-ran 
popular’ enlightenment that ‘“‘throwbacks’’ have occurred. Why 


assume that the wishes of the peoples will not one day overtake their law ? 
Mr. De Haas argues that the civilised world has closed, or will have to close, 
its doors against the hunted Jew. But we find that the proportion of Jews 
to the general population is, in Canada, a paltry 0°58, in South Africa 0°41, in 
Great Britain 0°39, in France 0°22, and so on. Is there not boundless room 
for the wandering Jew in these countries? Mr. De Haas says England has 
already cried ‘ halt.’’ But it is merely because the Jews have huddled 
themselves into a single corner. Uf they had seattered we should never have 
heard the cry. And so it might be in many another land, Then, as to 
assimilation, ir. De Haas laments that Judaism —** the practical religion ”’ 

has had to fight the modern conditions of life, the social and the 
economic, and it has been vanquished in the persons of its followers. Bat 
does he think that a Jewish settlement of the nation in Palestine will be so 
cut off from the rest of civilisation that it will be exempt from the social 
and economic conditions of modern life? Nay, is he quite so sure that 
triumphant Zionism will obliterate all the uglinesses of assimilation- that 
under its beneficent régime ‘‘ ministers, Rabbis and clerics will not assimilate 
the dress, habit and thought’’ of others. How will the existence of a 


Jewish State ensure that the sermon’’ should have religious message 


instead of being ‘‘an ethical plea for morality’’; or that *‘ the discussion 

of all the fundamental teachings of Judaism’’ should not be *‘ shirked ”’ ; or 

that the “‘desire’’ should not be expressed to ‘* replace by spiritual teach- 

ings the huge volume of practice?’’ Zionism in the clouds and Zionism on 

the base earth may be two very different things. 

The Physical Condition of the Jews, by Professor MAX MANDELSTAMM 
(Greenberg and Co.) 


This little pamphlet —a reprint of Professor Max M andelstamm’s address 
to the Fourth Zionist Congress at the Queen's Hall last year—might well go 
forth broadeast over the world as the Jewish appeal from an appalling 
oppression to the conscience of civilisation. In its eloquent and beautifully 
chiselled sentences the whole system of torture still practised in the Pale 
stands pilloried, and the world, which regards the Jews as a race 
of Rothschilds, is given to understand by what methods of - refined 
torture great masses of the Hebrew people are being robbed of their birth- 
right as God’s creatures. The Pale-imprisoned Jew is compared to that 
dumb animal of Mephisto which is led around by a bad spirit ina circle of 
waste land, whilst all around flourish beautiful green pastures, The smaller 
towns of the area of Jewish settlement—with their tumble-down ‘* shanties, 
their unpaved streets (with muddy pools as the children’s playground), their 
evil-smelling rooms (with a microbe-swarming floor of mud and loam) their 
house of prayer (resembling a stable more than a house of God), their 
Chedorim ‘‘insufliciently lit by two or three little windows, of 
which the broken panes are often replaced by half-transpareut

Mandelstamm ridicules much of what is said respecting Jewish immunity 
from disease—scrofulous eruptions, running sores and trachoma (which 
causes blindness, and may possibly account for the alleged disproportionate 
number of blind Jews) play havoe with their enfeebled frames, and the Jew, 
in fact, degenerates into ‘‘a heap of brains covered with skin and bones.”’ 
It might be argued that equally depressing pictures might be drawn of other 
people, the Russian peasant for instance. But the Jew’'s answer to this is 
that the physical wreckage of half of his race is a State-decreed wreckage ; 
it is not the unavoidable act of God, but the avoidable product of human 
handicraft ; and it is against this law-ordained distress, this Machiavelian 
experiment in the art of race-extinction, that the Hebrew cries aloud his 


protest. Professor Mandelstamm, of course, prescribes Zionism as the only 
panacea, But it is creditable to his practical way of envisaging the situa- 
tion that he recommends a number of valuable palliatives—such as the 


reform of the Jewish schools, the formation of schools for mechanics, and 
athletic clubs, and the organisation of the day-labourers, all of which may 
avail to stay the hand of the destroyer pending the dawn of Christianity in 
Christian Europe. Ina short introduction to Dr. Mandelstamm’s pamphlet, 
Mr. L. J. Greenberg shows the relation that the condition of Jews in Eastern 
Europe bears to the Jewish Question and to Zionism. He explains that 
the paucity of knowledge of the condition of the Jew in Russia, Roumania 
and Galicia, which is so general, has induced the republication of Dr. 
Mandelstamm’s statement. We are given to understand that the decision 
to republish actually arose out of the debate on Dr. Bernstein’s paper at the 
Maccabweans, in the course of which, when Dr. Mandelstamm’s paper was 
quoted, some members expressed themselves as quite ignorant of its contents.

The ‘‘ Monatsschrift’’: A Prankel Namber. 


Rumours have for some time been prevalent to the effect that the 
‘* Monatsschrift "’ is to be discontinued. It is sincerely to be hoped that this 
is not the case. The magazines devoted to Jewish learning are so few, that 
the loss of any one would be a serious blow. 

The number latest to hand is a triple number (for May, June and July, 
1901). The whole of its contents is, as is fitting, devoted to Zacharias 
Frankel, the centenary of whose birth has just been celebrated. Dr. Brann 
(the present editor of the ‘*‘ Monatsschrift ’’) writes on the Frankel family, 
appending a genealogical table going as far back as Jechiel Michael 
Spira (cirea 1560). Dr. Braun also gives a chronological list of 
the epitaphs on members of the Spira-Frankel family in Prague. Dr. 
Alexander Kisch cites many Prague notices concerning Zacharias Frankel, 
among other points establishing, from the oflicial register of births, 
that Zacharias was born on September 30th, 1801. Dr. J. Eschelbacher 
has a good paper on the career and importance of Frankel in the history 
of nineteenth-centary Judaism, naturally finding his hero's most signifi- 
cant feat in the foundation of the Breslau Seminary. .Very interesting, 
too, is Dr. Giidemann’s appreciation of the work of the founder. Dr. L. 
Treitel follows it with an essay on Frankel’s services to the stady of the 
Septuagint, while Dr. L. Dobschiitz writes on Frankel’s ** Introduction to 
the Mishnah."” Dr. Schwarz (of Vienna) discusses, under the title 
‘* Marriage in Biblical Antiquity,’’ another of Frankel’s works. Dr. 
Schwarz establishes a distinction between marriages which were dissolvable 
and marriages which could not be dissolved. Dr. Moses Fried, in a 
paper on ** Lots in the Temple’’ (with regard to the selection of priests 
for certain altar duties) also deals with a passage in Frankel’s 
Introduction to the Mishnah. So, too, Professor W. Bacher's paper on ** The 
Rabbis of Caesarea,’ and Dr. Horwitz’s Analecten”’ have relation to 
Frankel’s compositions ; these two-especially referring to his work on the 
Jerusalem Talmud. Then, again, Dr. B. Ziemlich, in his essay on ** The Plan 
of the Yad Hachazaka of Maimonides,’’ takes up a theme treated by the 
author in 1875, in the light of Frankel’s criticism. Finally, Dr. Brann gives 
a bibliography of Frankel’s writings. 

Altogether, this is a very valuable number of the ‘* Monatsschrift,”’ 
devoted to Frankel, who himself established the monthly. This number 
should inspire German scholars with the determination not to discredit 
Frankel’s memory by allowing to cease « periodical founded by him and pro- 
secuted to the manifest good of Jewish learning. 


Liturgical Responsibilities. 

A paper in the current issue of the American Journal of Theology 
(London, Luzac) may be commended to the notice of Jews interested in the 
question of a fixed ritual. Mr, Waldo Selden Prattconsiders the. ** Liturgi- 
cal Responsibilities of Non-Liturgical Churches.’’ Many Christian bodies 
have now no fixed liturgy at all. The paper shows that this fact is not in 
itself so satisfactory as some of our own reformers might think. One cannot 
but remember the confession of the late Dr. Dale (himself a leader of a ** non- 
liturgical ’’ body) that the emotional loss must be set against the gain in the 
absence of a set form of public prayers. 

Legal Articles in the Jewish Encyclopedia. 

Dr. 1. Eisenstein reprints from the’ American Hebrew a correspondence 
between himself on the one side and Mr. L. N. Dembitz and Dr. S. Mendel- 
sohn on the other, as to the legal articles in Vol. |. of the ‘* Jewish 
Encyclopwdia.’’ The controversy deals with small and abstruse points, and 
no reference would be made to it here but for a statement which needs 
fuller consideration. In assigning the legal articles ought the first qualifica- 
tion to be a knowledge of Rabbinical law or a familiarity with modern law ? 
Ido not myself think that the two qualifications cannot be combined; but 
supposing this be so, there is ‘to my mind’ no doubt that 
the ‘Jewish Encyclopiedia’’ would do _ better to have a 
full and accurate statement of Jewish law and the 
comparison to the legal reader. There are now, however, in England (to 
say nothing of Germany) several students of Rabbinies who have devoted 
themselves also to Roman and English Law. Besides, there is no reason why 
the work should not be divided. ‘‘If,’’ says Dr. Eisenstein, ‘‘ one person be 
not gifted with both talents, why not employ two individuals for the 
purpose, one learned in Jewish and the other in English Law?’’ Atthesame 
time, it seems to me that the Legal Articles in Vol, I. are, on the whole, 
good and valuable. Mr. Dembitz underrates his own qualifications.

The Old Cemetery at Frankfort. 


Dr. Horovitz has just published a short interestiag volume on the 
inscriptions of the tombstones of the old cémetery of the Jewish com- 
munity in Frankfort-on-the-Maine. The book contains copies of the 
inscriptions on the tombstones, and in all they number some 5,363. The 
sculpture in itself is not so noteworthy, but the signs, such as a cock, a 
Ship, and so forth, which figured on the houses in the old Jewish quarter 
re-appear on these tombstones. For example one may read such names as 
** Jacob of the Ship,’’ ‘* Moses of the Hen,’’ and thus trace out the history of 
many surnames. Although the Jewish cemeteries in Worms and Prague are 
even older than that of Frankfort, of those still in existence in Germany 
this is one of the best and most important extant from a historical point of 
view. The rich and clever Jews who dwelt in Frankfort were alwavs 
regarded as forming a notable centre, and the questions that arose in their 
midst were of national importance amongst the Jews of the Middle Ages. 
Some of the tombstones in this old cemetery go back to 1272, that is 
just thirty-one years after the massacre of the Jews in Frankfort, who then 
numbered some forty families, and whose tombs were probably destroyed at 
that time, whilst some of the’names that figure on tombs of the Seventeenth 


Century are borne this day in Frankfort by their descendants, and include 
amongst others that of Rothschild. B. 


Jews and Early Spanish Literature. 


Of late years the medizval literature of Spain has aroused some con- 
siderable interest in the Peninsula, and the investigations into its sources 
and history, conducted by many of the leading Spanish men of letters, have 
just received a fillip from a discovery that has disclosed an intimate con- 
nection between the Romance Songs of the Spanish people and the Sephardic 
exiles of the fifteenth century. The Madrid Academy and Senor Menendez y 
Pelayo, the greatest contemporary Spanish historian, acting in conjunction, 
have in preparation a memorial edition of the works of Lope de Vega. Volumes 
VIII. to X. of the ‘‘ Antologia de Poetas liricos Castellanos’’ have just 
appeared, and their issue has enriched the series by the addition, through 
the untiring zeal and scholarship of Senor Menendez y Pelayo, of a carefully 
prepared new edition of the renowned Romancero General. Their editor 
has not merely contented himself with collating the already known texts 
of the Romance Songs of Spain and publishing them with copious illustra- 
tions. He has gone further, and his search for new sources of this 
inimitable collection of popular poetry has been rewarded by results that 
have well repaid him for his trouble. Among his newly acquired material 
no find was more interesting than the collection of romances that 
had accumulated in an altogether unexpected quarter, among the 
numerous colonies of exiled Spaniards scattered over the dominions 
of the Sultan. To explain the surprising survival of these romances 
at so great a distance from their mother country, one must turn 
hack to an earlier chapter in Spanish history. It was in 1492 that the Jews 
were compelled to leave Spain and to abandon all their worldly possessions. 
Their material wealth, it is true, was contiscated, but of their share in the 
rich national literature, not even Torquemada could deprive them ; and they 
left the shores of their country carrying in their memories a treasure that 
the non-Jewish children of the soil guarded with far less care than the 
exiles. Scattering in all directions, many went to the Mahomedan countries 
in the East. In the land of their origin the songs suffered in the course of 
centuries many changes, vicissitudes and corruptions from which they 
remained free while in the charge of their Jewish custodians in the Orient. 
In the great centres of Turkey Sephardic Jews still use the Spanish idiom in 
every-day life. Their newspapers are printed in the Spanish language, but 
in Hebrew characters, and it is among them that have been preserved the old 
folk songs of Spain, the recent rediscovery of which is due to Menendez y 
Pelayo. Of the age and authority of these poems there is no doubt nor is 
there any question that they have survived the centuries with scarce a 
change. The topics treated of in these songs are many and varied. At least 
one has been rendered familiar to Englishmen by our hational poet, the story 
of Tarquinius and Lucretia. 


A Sensational Novel. 

The sensational title of ‘* Men v. Devils,’’ by T. Kingston Clarke (Sands 
and Co.), is certainly justified by the proceedings of some characters of a 
peculiarly malignant type of wickedness, whose villanies and final over- 
throw constitute the chief interest of the tale. These are chiefly engaged 
in financial pursuits, and prowinent among them are Woolfe Finklestein and 
his nephew, Moses, tinanciers and company promoters, who haye amassed 
enormous wealth by the merciless practice of their trade. The avarice and 
depravity of these gentlemen are of so extreme a kind, that we need not 
consider their presentation as a reproach to Judaism; for they can scarcely 
be characterised as human, far less as racial. Indeed, the author himself 
presents the contrast between Woolfe Finklestein and— 

‘* some of the illustrious representatives of his scattered nation—noble, broad-minded 
men, With generous sympathies, whose wealth is a blessing, whose beneticence is known 
the wide world over.’’ 

Among the more reputable characters in the book, Lord Blundeville and 
his friend the Hon. Claude Dewhurst, are chiefly to be noticed. Lord 
Blundeville, who has been going a little to the bad and has engaged in 
financial speculations to repair his wasted fortunes, suffers the disaster of 
falling into the hands of the Finklesteins, from whom he is ultimately 
rescued by his stronger friend. He then develops into a reformed 
character and a model landlord, It is in the dealings of these two men with 
the Finklesteins and their creatures that the interest of the story really 
lies, and from this point of view it should prove a_ sufliciently 
exciting narrative. Unfortunately, the story is drawn out to an 
undue length by the introduction of topics which belong rather 
to the sphere of the critic of matters of current interest than to 
that of the novelist. In addition to a consideration of the evils caused 
vy the more shady transactions on the Stock Exchange, there is much on the 
drink question, especially on the subject of the sale of intoxicants to 
children, and there is a discussion of the problem of heredity. The treat- 
ment of these questions is marked rather by an honest intolerance of abuses 
than by any particular originality or penetration in their diagnosis. The 
war in South Africa, which appears to be the Charles the First’s head of 
present-day literature, is also brought, or, it may rather be said, forced into 
the story, and this gives rise to a discussion of the problem of war. All this 
tends to weaken the interest of the story, as also does the fact that the 
author moralises at some length on his characters, whom—especially the 
diabolical ones, if they may be so termed—we should be glad to take at his 
own valuation. The book is provided with eight illustrations by Mr. John 
Hassall, the more striking of which, like the title, are in keeping with the 
sensational elements of the story. L. 8.

Kadisha of London, a booklet of Jewish Prayers for the Sick and Dying, 
compiled by Mr, 8S. Alexander, with the approval of the Chief Rabbi. The 
tiny volume—which is chiefly intended for members of the Chevra Kadisha— 
is published at_the price of sixpence. With the permission of the Jewish 
Board of Education, most of the Prayers have been taken from the Authorised 
Prayer Book translated by the Rev. S. Singer. Simple directions are alse 
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ppended for the last sacred rites‘in preparing the dead for 
prayer for those attending the Tahara being given, 
verses which it is customary to recite 
placed onthe corpse.

Our Manchester correspondent writes:—At the recent Zionist meeting 
ddressed by Mr. L. J. Greenberg (of London), that centleman alluded to 
the agitation on the Alien Immigration question.

Owing to the Parliamentary recess many members 
ire away on holiday, and the only reply so far received has been from Sir 
James Fergusson, Baronet, M.P. for North-East Manchester. The other 
responses will be published as soon as received, but the letter published 
helow will show on what slender grounds the seconder of the vote of thanks 
made the statement that all the Members of Parliament for Manchester 
were against the present condition of things under which foreigners arrive 
and settle in England.

Anglo-Jewish Association. 

The annual meeting of the members of the local branch of the Anglo-

Though active and zealous in all his work for Jewish institutions, without 
question his greatest exertions were devoted to the interests of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, of which he was indeed a pillar of strength. It was 
on his suggestion that a special education fund was raised to assist 
in the building of new schools, and to meet extraordinary demands for edu- 
cational purposes. He was always ready to go round with London visitors, 
ind canvass for new subscriptions with marked success, Anyone who, like 
himself, had been associated with him for many years, would never forget 
the noble services he had rendered. Inconclusion he moved a vote of con- 
dolenee to Mr. BE. M. Henriques and the family. After being seconded by 
the Rev. H. Levin, and\supported by the Rev. J. H. Valentine, the vote was 
carried in silence. The Rey. Dr. B. Salomon (Hon. Seeretary), then read the 
annual report and balance sheet, which showed that £120 had been remitted 
to the parent body. In spite of several deaths and removals the subscrip- 
tion listhad not decreased materially. They had to thank the Trustees and 
-xecutors of the late Mr. L. D. Belisha for a legacy of £20 received during the 
vear. A balance of £61 1s. 3d. remained in hand. The distribution of the 
amount remitted to London was left to the discretion of the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association there as being best qualified to judge.

On the motion of Mr. Shreider, seconded 
by Mr. Spiro, senr., it was resolved, that the marked thanks of the 
meeting were due and thus tendered to Mr. Solomons, not only for the 
dignified and eflicient manner in which the proceedings on that occasion 
had been conducted, but also for the general services rendered by him to 
the Jewish people of Dublin. Good wishes were also expressed for Mrs. 
M. E. Solomons, who was ever ready to perform good and charitable work 
in the community. Mr. Solomons briefly acknowledged. The meeting was 
then adjourned, 


CAMBRIDGE. 

On Friday evening last the Rey. Michael Adler, B.A., delivered 
a sermon before the Jewish students of the Cambridge University, 
of whom there was an excellent attendance. Taking his text 
from 1. Maccabezeans chap. ii., 27, Mr. Adler spoke of the con- 
trast in the ideals of religion ahd conduct between the Syro-Greeks 
and the Jews. By their courageous stand against the corrupting influence 
of the Hellenism of their day the Macecab:eans preserved for the world at 
large many of its most cherished truths. The Greek ideal that ‘‘ know- 
ledge was virtue ’’ was opposed to the Jewish teaching that culture 
was only of value when combined with the hallowing and restraining 
influence of the religious sentiment. In conclusion, the preacher touched 
upon the work that young men of education could find to accomplish in the 
community, and the many problems of Anglo-Jewry that called for the 
co-operation of every man filled with the zeal of the Lord, like the Macea- 
beans of old. He appealed to the students to offer their services in 
communal life when they left the University, and prayed for the Divine 
Blessing to rest upon the congregation that they maintained with such 
commendable enthusiasm. 

EDINBURGH. 


On Sunday last, the Chevra Kadisha held its annual service in the Beth 
Hamedrash in the Zionist Hall. The usual Selichoth for the 15th Kisley 
were recited by the Rev. I. Levine, of the Dalry Synagogue, and the 
customary fast day was held.

Mr. J. H. Friedlansky and Rabbi Jacob 
Rabinowitz proposed the toast of the Society, and delivered a discourse, 
which was suitably replied to by the Chairman explaining the objects and 
aspirations of the Society.

Mrs. B. Shulman and her sister, Miss D. Solomon, expended great trouble in 
the preparations for the banquet.

Manson, asking to 
be allowed to supply the Jewish people inside the Union Infirmary with 
cooked dinners at the expense of the Jewish community, for which purpose 
they intend opening a kitchen. The ground of the application was that it 
was contrary to their creed to éat meat not killed according to Jewish law. 
The Chairman said he thought ail the Guardians would desire to respect the 
religious sentiments of the people who came under their care, and, if possi- 
ble, would be prepared to grant this application. At present, however, the 
Loeal Government Board Order was that the inmates **shall’’ consume the 
diet which was tabulated for them, and unless they could get the Local 
Government Board to sanction the alteration, the Guardians had no power to 
agree to it. The matter was referred to the General Parposes Committee, 
the Clerk being instructed to communicate with the Local Government 
Board.

Abrahams, B.A. The presence of a number of ladies, for the first time this season, gave 
the proceedings an unusual amount of interest.

\ddressing a meeting of tailors at 115, Whitechapel Road, on the subject 
of how to organise and maintain a Union, Mr. J. Finn said that the old 
methods of organisation had completely failed, and that it was now necessary 
to seek new methods if they wished to attain anything like a permanent 
The workers might copy with advantage the middle class's mode 
»f organising political parties and election campaicns. 


He would advise 


appropriate medals to be strack for distribution among those who 
siceeded in enrolling a certain number of members. For a man 
will sometimes do for honour what he would ‘not do for 


money. 
i. would, therefore, recommend the formation of a special com- 


mittee composed of more or less able canvassers, who should 
engage in a house to house visitation with this object in view. The effect 
spon men of personal conversation was such as no public meeting would 
o except on very rare occasions, Owing to the enormous number of the 
men employed in the tailoring trade it was absolutely impossible to reach 
otherwise than in the manner indicated by him. There was yet another 
portant consideration, namely, how were the members when enrolled to be 
‘ined in the Union in order that its strength should be maintained and 
stantly increased ? It was difficult to induce English workers to join their 
vide organisation, but onee enrolled they generally stuck to it. With Jewish 
rkers the case was quite different. It was easy to enrol them, but to keep them 
within the ranks for any long period was a problem which pressed for solution 
. connection with every Jewish Trade Society. In his view this failure 
is to be attributed to the inner management, which left much to be 
desired. In this respect, also, they must adopt new methods. To begin 
ith, it was essential that the books should be beyond reproach, and the 
entries be clear and correct, because the Jewish Trade Unionist was par- 
ticularly annoyed when the funds were loosely administered or misapplied, 
The present methods of conducting their meetings should be entirely 
reformed, as they were both unparliamentary and undemocratic. They 
must each and all learn the precise meanings of the terms ‘‘ resolution,’ 
‘‘amendment,’’ and ‘‘rider.’’ The rules should be properly observed, and 
no preference of any kind ought to be shown to any member, whatever his 
reputation or ability. When a dispute occurred, it was extremely essential to 
it diplomatically with a view of averting strikes—a matter which received 
scant attention in Jewish Unions. Hence the frequency of strikes. One of 
the means of strengthening the organisation was that the Secretary should 
also act as organiser and walking delegate, and should in that capacity visit 
the workshops, examine the members’ cards, thereby keeping all the mem- 
bers in closer touch with the Union, and indirectly making an excellent 
effect on the non-Union members employed. Suce an official must have a 
cood knowledge of the trade, and possess tact and skill to settle disputes 
before they developed into strikes. In conclusion, Mr. Finn pointed out 
that preaching was not so efficacious as action. The success of their Union 
would depend on just how much each and all of them were prepared to carry 
out the resolutions, to forgo selfish aims, and to endure a little self-sacrifice. 
A lively discussion followed, showing the intelligent interest the 
audience had taken in the speaker's suggestive remarks.
